To our shores will grow larger in volume 
year after year, till th e overland roads will 
be taxed to th eir utmost capacity in its 
transportation. 
N early 40,000,000 people 
of our country's population are living in 
regions w here w inter, w ith all its rigors, 
reigns suprem e through long m onths each 
year.

T h e

It is in th e h eart of th e Sacram ento 
valley, and 
extend- 
from 
th e 
Coast 
K auge east across the Sacram ento river, a 
distance of sixty miles, and from north to 
south fifty miles. 
T his gives an area of 
3,000 -p ia re miles, or about 2,000,000 
acres ; an area nearly three tim es greater 
th an th e State of Rhode Island, which has 
a population of nearly 270,000 people 
one-third greater th an th e State of Dela­ 
ware, which has a population of 150,000. 


v a r ie d TO PO G U A riiy. 
T his county has a varied topography. 
On th e east is th e Sacram ento river, which 
w ith its swift current of clear, crystal 
w ater, runs the whole length of th e county 
from north to south. 
E xtending from th is 
stream west for tw enty m iles are the rich 
alluvial plains, covered 
here and there 
w ith oak trees, producing great oak parks. 
These plains gradually rise to and m erge 
into th e sw elling and rolling foothills, 
w hich in turn, rising higher and higher, 
assume th e shape and size of hills. 
All 
through these hills are deep, w inding val­ 
leys, varying from a few r.sls to two miles 
in w idth. 
TH E H ILLS SURROUNDING THESE VALLEYS 
P resent every variety of surface, in a few 
places rising h igh and abrupt, in others 
presenting rich, w arm slopes th at term i­ 
nate in rounded sugarloaves adapted to all 
kinds of cultivation. 
O n these hill-sides 
there are tree grow ths of all kinds, includ­ 
ing several varieties of oaks, and pines, 
fir, cedar, spruce, m anzanita and m adrona. 
W est of these foothills and th e ir in terio r 
valleys there is a high line o f tim ber- 
covered hills, running parallel w ith the 
Sacram ento valley and th e Coast Kai.ge. 
T h is line of hills rises to th e bight of a 
thousand feet or more. 
Betw een these 
hills and the Coast Range proper is

These valleys are deep and rich, and are 
divided by stream s th a t drain th e eastern 
sloi>Cs of the m ain Coast Range and the 
western sides of these linos of hills. 
T he 
couuty is divided into th e Sacram ento val­ 
ley portion, containing 800,000 acres ; the 
foothill jKjrtion, containing 00(1,000 acres 
of valleys and sloping foothills; the liigh- 
range valleys and th eir bordering foothills, 
com prising 300,000 acres, and th e Coast 
R ange portion, of 400,000 acres. 
T he 
western m ountain portiou rises to an ele- 
vatiou of 8,000 feet, and is covered with 
heavy forest grow ths of pine, spruce, fir 
and cedar. 


SCENERY OF TH E COUNTY. 
T he scenery of Colusa county Ls of the 
most varied character, and presents every 
phase of the beautiful, th e wild, and the 
grand. 
From a thousand valleys, canyons 
and gorges th e Sacram ento gathers the 
w aters of a vast drainage basin, and pours 
them through these rich plains in deep, 
swift currents, or iu great silent eddies, 
w hirling under h ig h bank-. 
Bordering 
th is m ighty stream are 


«HANT LIV E AND tF ItlT E OAKS, 
T h a t rival in size the largest grow ths of 
these tre» s in any part of th e world. These 
tree’ grow th-, curtained w ith ivy and wild 
grajievines, extend back from this stream 
in places for miles. 
On th e wide plain iu 
w inter and cpriug there an* great fields of 
green grass and grain, and every hue and 
tin t of flower aod flowering shrub. In sum ­ 
m er there are continuous views, is far as 
the eye can reacn, ot harvest avgas over all 
these plains and far np on to th e foothills. 
In th e hills aud m ountains these sloping 
uplands, deep valleys, deep gorges a s a 
canyons, overhanging cliffs,pinnacled peaks, 
rounded domes and great forests. 
F 
taste and fancy can be pleased here, 
to s 'i l 
those who have lived or, the prairies, there r I 
is th eir counterpart in the p lain s; for the ] 
dweller am crg hills, there are deep va'lev* I ,

T he w ater system of the county is in pro­ 
portion to its great area. As we have seen, 
th e great Sacram ento, winding as it does, 
washes the eastern jiortion for fully seventy 
miles, and gives navigation to th e whole 
county th e y ear round. 
T he large,-t steam ­ 
er- plow its current daily in its varied 
commerce. 
In th e western portion of the county 
there are num erous stream s draining the 
m ountain- and hill sides. 
Between the 
high line of th e foothill- and th e Coast 
Range proper there are m any clear living 
m ountain stream s. 
On th e south there 
is Rear creek, th at rises in H igh valley, 
and receiving other stream s, runs south 
tw enty m iles through Bear valley and joins 
Cache creek in Yolo county. 
N orth of 
this creek 
« 


TH E TRIBUTARIES OF oTONY CREEK 
Take th eir rise. Indian creek runs through 
a beautiful valley of th at nam e for twenty 
m iles and em pties into the Stony. 
T here 
are also a large m m iberof other tributaries 
of the Stony, which are known by the 
names of those who first settled upon th eir 
hanks. 
I.ittle Stony rises on the north 
of M ount St. Johns and Elk creek on the 
north side of th at m ountain peak. 
T he 
G rindstone is a large, rapid stream th at 
lias its source in the Coast Range, near the 
northern county 
line. 
In the w inter, 
spring and 
early sum m er Stony creek 
runs full banked and carries a great vol­ 
ume of w ater to th e Sacram ento river. 


BEAR UP.EEK, 
R unning south to ( ache creek, and Stony 
creek, drains the whole western portion of 
the county. 
Retw ecu the drainage basins 
of these stream s, aud th e Sacram ento, there 
is a large area of th e foothills w ith an 
eastern inclination th a t gives rise to a 
great num ber of sm aller streams, tlieeourse 
of w hich is tow ard the Sacram ento. 
In all 
the hilly and m ountainous jvortions ol’ the 
county there are 


A GREAT 
NUMBER 
OF 
LIVING 
SPRINGS 
W hich break forth from the m ountain and 
■hillsides. 
On the plains the water from 
th e Sacram ento jiercolates in th e subsoils 
clear back to the foothills. 
N ear th at 
stream w ater is found w ithin six to ten 
feet of the surface, and at the foothills it 
is reached in inexhaustible quantities at 
depths varying from ten to fifteen feet. 
Everyw here in the foothills and m ountains 
good well w ater is found a t from fifteen to 
th irty feet from the surface. 
T he stream s above m entioned, with the 
springs and wells, furnish an am ple supply 
of w ater for domestic use and for stock. 
T he w ater th at goes to waste from Stony 
ereek alone would flood ail th e valley por­ 
tion of Golosa county several tim es a year. 
T here are many places in the canyons and 
gorges of the m ountains where, w ith com­ 
paratively sm all expense, imm ense reser­ 
voirs could l>e made. 
T here are such 
places at the heads of hundreds of ravines 
along the foothills from the northern to the 
southern boundary of th e county. 
Enough 
water could 
be stored in th e foothills 
of th e Coast Range to supply any am ount of 
w ater. 
From th e Sacram ento river all the 
water needed for any and all purpose- could 
lie obtained. 
W ells, sunk to the gravel 
strata w hich underlie the river, afford 
such quantities of w ater as to be p racti­ 
cally inexhaustible by powerful -team 
pumps. 
FLOWING ARTESIAN WELLS 
A re another peculiar advantage of this 
favored county. 
N m ietime in th e first h alf 
of th e year 1886 th e w riter of th is article 
addressed a letter to State E ngineer H all, 
asking his opinion as to th e probability of 
finding flow ing artesian w ater in the Sacra­ 
m ento valley. 
In reply, under date of 
A pril ti, 18S6, Mr. H all wrote a long, clear 
and able letter, giving the geology of every 
artesian district or belt so far developed in 
th is State. 
T hat part of his 
tie r relating 
to th e geology and the prole.'. :! ¡ty of find­ 
ing w ater iu Colu-a county i- given below. 


STATE ENGINEER HAJ.1.'- REPORT. 
H e savs : 
“ Now as to th* 
wc-t side of 
th e Sacram ento valley we have some dif­ 
ferent grounds to go upon. 
T he form ation 
of the plain is different from th a t on the 
east; more lik e th At of the southern val­ 
leys described. 
Its streams, commencing 
w ith Stony creek, and thence to and iu 
eluding Cache creek, are m ore lilo- those 
of K ern, Tulare, Fresno and Merced on the 
east side. 
“ There is a vast quantity of water lost 
in the htsl of Stony creek, for instance. 
W here does it go 7 
It m ay sink into some 
pernjeable strata and find its way therein 
down th e valley, as do th e waters of our 
southern streams. 
Now, if these -trata 
alternate w ith layers of clay, th a t water is 
under pressure at point- beneath th e plains 
at th e lower levels. 
“ But we m ust rem em ber th a t this form a­ 
tion i- front the Coast Range, whereas those 
of the southern part of the valley are froth 
th e Sierra N evada range. 
T he questions 
of geological origin of the m aterials of, and 
agencies of the form ation of the valley, 
may here have an im portant bearing, 
it 
is too m uch of a question, and savors too 
much of th e m ere speculation, to be taken 
uti in th is letter. 
- 
“ To close the m atter briefly, 1 think th at 
th ere is sufficient reason to hope for the 
existence of an artesian basin or stratum 
tinder th e west side of the Sacram ento 
valley, and not at great depth, to justify 
tria l in discovering it. 
But, adm itting 
this conclusion fit Ik* well founded, it ¡.- yet 
a grave question in my m ind w hether the 
w ater w ill rise to the surface sufiicien Iy 
high up towards th e foot) ills on the piain- 
to afford the supply where most needed. 
“ To be as definite as there are any 
grounds for attem pting to Ik?, I should suv 
tiiat artesian water is more likely to be 
found on or about the locality of the range 
line between tow n-hip- 1 and 2 west, from 
some jtoint opposite Jacinto, south to a point 
opposite Colusa, th an elsewhere in the val­ 
ley. 
T his line you olsserve follows near 
th e trough of the valley, taken as a’ w hole. 
As we go cast from it we soon encounter 
the range of hard laud between M arysville 
Buttes, lying in the m iddle of the valley, 
and the point of m ountains near O roville 
und. riving which", in th e plain, is probably 
a connecting ridge which determ ined the 
course of the Feather river to th e eastward 
of the Buttes, so th at it did not take th e 
shortest course to the m ain drain in the 
bottom of the valley. 
“ Because of th is probability, I do not 
think this basin, if it exists, extends rnore 
th an a very short distance east of the 
river. 
W est of our axis of the supposed 
basin, we can go only ahont nine m iles ere 
we cn count eg land too high to adm it of 
the w ater ri-ing under the head we have 
-up[»osed for it—from th e neighborhood of 
Stony creek. 
Coming 
southeast 
down 
th e valley, such a basin would naturally 
dip and be far below the surface between 
Sacrament > and D avisville. 
B ut there 
m ay Ik- other superjiosed strata fed by 
waters draining in from Cache and other 
creeks southerly therefrom . 
“ But here again other considerations 
come in which render doubtful th at suffi­ 
cient head o f pressure could Ik- accum u­ 
lated in iliis strata to m ake th e w ater ri.-e 
to the surface it tapped, except in the 
swamp or tu le 'lands. M eanw hile,! should 
recom mend 
th at 
if 
trial 
L- 
to 
be 
m ade 
for artesian w ater in 
th e 
val­ 
ley, let it be 
done 
in _ th a t 
region 
tying east of th e line of the N orthern K ail­ 
way, west of th e M ount D iablo m eridian, j 
luuuuni 
uoiiks ana great wrests. E very 
south of W illows, and not fu rth er south 1 
taste and fancy can be 
pleased here. 
F o r i th an Colusa, and the nearer the trial is 
m ade to the axis of this belt the more 
l% glihood there w iil be of a successful re­ 
sult. 
Jf I owned land within this belt, aud 


wanted artesian water, and had money to 
spare, I would m ake the trial.” 


TH E RIDEOUT ARTESIAN WELL. 
In w riting the above, Mr. H all was n at­ 
urally and properly very cautious in ad­ 
vising expenditures of money in seeking 
for flowing w ater. 
In consequence of the 
encouragem ent contained in the above 
official letter in part, and in pursuance in 
p art of a previously-form ed plan, N. D. 
R ideout, one of the most enterprising of 
California’s citizens, sunk an artesian well 
in the extrem e western bonier of this belt 
m arked out by Mr. H all, and a t a depth of 
little m ore th an 900 feet 


FLOWING W ATER WAS STRUCK. 
The boring for the w ater was only in­ 
tended as a prospecting venture to deter­ 
m ine w hether or not there was flowing 
water, and th e hole bored was, for a por­ 
tion of the distance, only two inches in 
diam eter. 
As a consequence the quantity 
of w ater was 
not 
great, hut 
euottgL 
so 
to 
dem onstrate 
th a t 
there 
is 
an 
abundance 
of 
w ater 
underlying 
the greater |>ortinn of the plains portion 
of the county. 
It will Ik? seen th at from 
th e river-, creeks, springs, ordinary wells 
anil artesian wells the county hits an 
abundance of w ater for all purposes. 
It 
m ust not be inferred, from w hat ha- been 
said, th at this county needs irrigation 
more th an other portions of the coast, for 
it does not; but the object is to show new­ 
comers th at w here needed for alfalfa, vege­ 
tables, tree and small fruits and vines, 
there is an inexhaustible supply at hand.

HAY AND GRASSES. 
A nnually there are tens of thousands of 
ton- of lyiy pu t up to be fed to stock. T here 
are wide areas in 
the foothills where 
cattle, horses and sheep are grazed the 
year around. 
T he grasses pnxluced are 
w ild oats on th e plains and hillside, bunch 
grass on th e hills and m ountains and on 
the plain- anil rolling lands natural clover 
of several varieties. 
Before th e plow 
touched these soils there was no better 
grazing in the world. 
W ild oats grew as 
high as a horsc-’s back, the native clover 


in the State- east of the Sierra Nevada- 
on the same parallel, are sim ply geograph­ 
ical ones. 
T here is the constant presence 
of the tem pered winds from the heated 
ocean currents which 
wash th e whole 
eoa-t of the State, and the entire alwence 
of the A rctic blast-, which are deflected 
by th e m ountain barrier w hich runs from 
the A laskan peninsula to Mexico. 
On the same latitude, east of the m ount­ 
ains, there is from five to -even months 
winter. 
T he earth is covered with snow 
and ice, and th e jieople and anim al- are 
housed a- a necessary protection from w in­ 
ter -tonus anil blast-. 
Blazing fires of 
wood or coal are required to overcome the 
temperatures that are constantly in the 
ncighborhoiKl of zero or below th at point. 
T he earth is frozen to a depth of several 


A m p le S u p p ly o f T r e e G ro w th a n d G r e a t 
V a rie ty oT S o ils. 
In speaking of th e topography and 
scenery, enough has l>een said to show the 
hom e-seeker th a t then* is an am ple sup­ 
ply of tim ber for fuel and building p u r­ 
poses. 
G reat oak grow ths are on both 
sides of the Sacram ento river, and along 
all the stream s there are oaks, sycamores, 
cottonwoods, 
alders, 
ash, willows 
and 
maples. 
On the hills anil m ountains there 
are pines, firs, oaks, m anzanita, m adrona, 
laurel, and on Mt. St. Jo h n the redwood is 
found. 
T h e sugar-pine is found on the 
h igher Coast Range, and is a valuable 
tree for lum ber. 
E very tow nship has its 
tim ber for fuel, and lum ber is eith er 
brought from the Coast R ange or by rail 
a t reasonable rates. 


VARIETY OF SOII-S. 
T he soils of Colu-a county are of alm ost 
every variety. 
Along the stream - they 
are dark alluvial ; fa rth e r toward the foot­ 
hills they are brown loams. 
On th e first 
foothills there is a w ide belt of clay loams 
known locally as “ gray abobe,” a n d ó n 
the hig h er hills there are th e red soils so 
noted for vine growing. 
T he alluvial 
soil- have no superior for inexhaustible 
fertility on earth. 
I t is now more th an 
forty years since the first crops of cereals 
were grown on the old M exican grants in 
th is county, and in som e places they have 
been tinder continuous cultivation since, 
and th is -eason they yielded from tw enty 
to th irty bushels of wheat per acre, more 
th an

These lands have never been fertilized, 
and no retu rn has been made for th e 
enormous drain they have sustained for 
nearly 
h alf 
a 
century. 
U nder 
such 
such tillage the average prairie soil of the 
M ississippi valley, so noted for its depth 
and fertility, would have been long since 
exhausted. T he brown loams of the higher 
plain seem to be alm ost as fertile and last­ 
ing as th e alluvium . 
T hey have 
I «-en 
cropped nearly as long, and still they re­ 
turn an average of tw enty bushels to the 
acre. 
T he belt of “ gray adobe,” as it is 
called, is a sandy clay loam of great 
depth, even on the high knolls and bluffs. 
It yields better th an the brown loams of 
the plain, aud from the am ount o f clay 
in it- composition will Ik? alm ost inex­ 
haustible. 
It produces fine gras-, grain of 
all kinds of superior quality, vegetables, 
vines and fruit trees. 
It stands drought 
exceedingly well, anil for all ordinary p u r­ 
poses needs no irrigation, although it is 
not claim ed by th is th a t there is any soil 
or clim ate in the world were irrigation 
properly applied is not advantageous. 


T H E RED SOILS OF TH E HILLS 
lla v e great 
fertility anil a 
luxuriant 
grow th of grass before it was plowed, 
it 
yields a good crop of grain under good till­ 
age, and produces th e best of grapes. 
The

was so thick and tangled th a t progress on 
foot or on horse-back was impelled, and th e 
hillsides were covered 
w ith 
nutritious 
bunch grass. 


VEGETABLES ARE GROWN 


On all th e valley lands aud near th e 
stream s, and when irrigation is used there 
is three crops of potatoes anil other roots’. 
Small fruits yield an abundant return. 
Blackberries, raspberries, straw berries, cur­ 
rants and gooseberries give hired:' quanti­ 
ties and of the best quality. 
It i« gener­ 
ally supposed that 


TREE FRUIT AND GRAPE GROWING 


Is almost unknown, but this is a m istake. 
It is more th an forty years since th e fir-t 
fruit trees and vines were planted, ami con­ 
sidering tite care they have received they 
have done exceedingly well. 
T here are 
small, hut old orchards aud vineyard- that 
were planted in the ’40’s, ’50’s and ’60’s 
all over the county, and although they 
have had little care and tillage they have 
lieen loaded with fruit and grapes each 
year. 
These orchards are to be found on 
th e old grants near th e Sacramento, on the 
plains, on th e foothills anil in the valleys 
of th e higher Coast Range. 
They occupy 
every kind of soil found iu theeounty, and 
they dem onstrate beyond dyubt th e adapt­ 
ability of these so il-fo r alf kinds of tree 
fruit aud grapes. 


VARIETIES OI $U U ITS. 


These fruits include those nf th e north 
tem perate zone, such as apples, plum», 
pears, anil cherries, as well a- pera lte-, 
apricots and 
nectarines. 
All kinds of 
grapes 
have 
l>een 
grown, 
including 
the most delicate varieties of wine, table 
and raisin grapes. 
In all these instances 
successful production has 
Ik'c ii dem on­ 
strated. 
In later year- there have been 
some large orchards and vineyards planted, 
and th e results will be noted under the 
head of tree and vine growing. T he grow­ 
ing of all 


feet, and the rivers and creeks are locked 
in ice. 
T he buildings are fringed w ith 
huge icicles, and every out-door industry 
is at a standstill. 


W INTER IN CALIFORNIA. 
How different th e picture here. 
The 
Autumn showers have come and th e whole 
earth is clothed w ith a m antle of green, 
relieved by the brillian t coloring of a 
varied and lux u rian t flora. 
Flocks and 
herds graze on the new verdure, and every 
field is a scene of industrial anim ation. 
Every plow and harrow is m oving from 
sunrise to sunset, preparing for the w inter 
sowing. 
The fall grain waves to every 
lirieze, and 
orange trees are laden with 
th eir golden fruit. 
T he woods, grove.-, 
and thickets are vocal w ith th e soug of 
birds that have come here to w inter, anil 
bees and butterflies hover lazily around 
the flowers th at fill ihegardcns. 
A soft autum n haze covers th e valleys 
and hill-ides, children play in th e open 
air, people -it w ith ojien iloors and win­ 
dow- in m idday, and fires have no office in 
sitting-room s except to tem per th e air of 
m orning and evening. 


TEMPERATURES. 
T he mean annual tem perature i- 1)2.6° 
Fah. 
T h e m ean w inter tem perature L- 
48.2°; spring tetujierature, 61.4°; summer, 
78.7°, and for autum n, 63.3°. 
T he lowest 
teinjierature for fourteen years has been 
20° above zero. 
T he num ber of clear days 
are 242. 
These days are perfectly oloud- 
lc-v 
T he num ber of days of fair w eather 
are much more th an the-e figures indicate.

TH E GROWING OF ALFALFA 
Is proving exceedingly profitable. 
D r. 
Belton, of Colusa, has 23 acres of alfalfa, 
near town, sown last year. 
If was w inter 
lbhkIikI from th e Sacram ento, and to the 
1st of A ugust he had taken $550 for pas­ 
turing stock. 
It will have returned him 
$30 or more per acre by the end of the 
season. 
Mr. J . Ií. lie .Tarnatt has a large 
alfalfa field two miles from Colusa, w inter 
flooded the same as Dr. Belton's, and the 
most nf it had been cut twice before th e 
1st of August, and at th at tim e it was 
cove ed w ith horse-, cattle and swine. 
1 here are m any other places in the countv 
where alfalfa is raised at great jirofit, and 
th e area sown to that forage plant is rap ­ 
idly being extended. 
W here there is 
plenty of water for irrigation it produces 
' four or five crops, and th e season’s yield of 
hay i- from eig h t to ten tun-. 
T here arc 
m any thousands o f aeres along the Sacra­ 
m ento where w ater for w inter irrigating 
can Ik* had a t the m ere cost of taking it 
out of the river, and there are m any places 
in the foothills and m ountains along Stonv 
creek and its tributaries where w ater can 
be easily brought anil alfalfa raised at 
great profit. 
It is safe to say th at the 
newcomer who buys land where he can get 
w ater and prepares his land so that he can 
flood it every tim e the alfalfa is cut will 
reap a golden harvest from an alfalfa field. 


FRUIT GROWING. 
A lm ost every settler in th ee o u n ty when 
he m ade his improvem ents, planted out a 
fam ily orchard, and now th e plains and

Now, however, that the transconti­ 
nental lines are hauling fru it to all parts 
of th e country beyond the Sierras, even to 
tItt* A tlantic cities, on passenger tim e and 
at low rates, and there in every town of 
any considerable population it is ‘finding 
ready sale, 
and now th at th e capacities 
of our soil and clim ate are proven to he so 
completely adapted to fruit growing with 
great profit, general attention is being given 
to th is branch of agriculture.

upon them , as G eneral Ijidv,ell’s. T his allu­ 
vial soil is well adapted to all kinds of tree 
fruits. 
All kinds of pear tree- flourish 
itere and grow to great size, and are annu­ 
ally loaded w ith fruit. 
Apricots, peaches 
and cherries also find everything in this 
soil required for a successful yield of fruit, 
fsmall fruits also do well anil yield abund­ 
antly. 
I 11 this alluvial belt there are at

T he most of which is now in grain, and 
which will be sold in lots to suit purchas­ 
ers.

T he soil is th e same :ls is found in 
Lagunita, Vaca, Pleasants, Putah and 
Capay valleys. 
It is deep, warm and fer­ 
tile. 
T here are the same sheltered valleys 
V idden in the sixty m iles of Coltt-a foot­ 
hills as are found in the famous V aca fruit 
district. 
T here are hundreds of these 
lieautiful valley gems, “ like a string of 
pearls, each one beyond a K ing’s ransom.” 
They have been farm ed for more than a 
q uarter of a century, and have yielded a 
golden return to th e husbandm en every 
year. 
L ike the \ aca soils, they hold 
m oisture and require no irrig atio n .’ T here 
are m any small fam ily orchards on this 
belt, and they present a lu x u rian t grow th

It is well sheltered, and has 
thousands of acres of fruit and vine land. 
T he narrow gauge railroad runs the whole 
length of it. 
N o rth of it are H unter 
val lev, G arnett valley, M urdock valley, 
Tiflée’s valley, C lark’s valley, D unham val­ 
ley, French valley, W alker valley, and 
Stony Creek valley, and a hundred more 
sheltered spot», alm ost unequalled for fruit 
and vine-growing. 
T he W est Side and 
M endoeino R ailroad, branching from W il­ 
lows west,gives good transportation for these 
valleys from H unter valley north. 
T here 
are orchards and vineyards in these callees 
and on th e hillsides, which, for grow th and 
yield, are unexcelled on the Pacific coast, 
it is claimed by the orchardista th at there 
is seldom any frost in these valleys, even 
in December or January, and that thev are 
so sheltered from north and ocean wind.-,

\\ hen he does come let him eat a 
little w hile before you lead him off Some 
horsem en, when going to the pasture, 
w hether they wish to catch a horse or not, 
alw ays carry a tid-bit—an ear of ('em . a 
handful of outs, an apple o r a carrot, a 
«■hunk of sugar or salt. 
W hen you turn a 
horse out to pasture do not give him a slap 
w ith the bridle; he will remeuil»er it to 
y o u r regret if you do.

M e x ic o , A ugust 10, 1887. 
In th is country the livery-stable husi- 
ss is conducted on a scale of ranch 
greater magnificence th an ever 
a t the 
N orth. 
T he patrons thereof, lieing all of 
one class— the extrem ely w ealthy, w ho are 
as fond of display as they are vain and 
proud—et tcrtain the utmost contem pt for 
cheap things, and insist ii|wri the very 
finest equipages. 
Not only m ust the car- 
riagc he upholstered in silk, satin and 
plush, with plenty of plate-glass and-gold 
or silver trim m ings, but the driver and 
footman who accompany it m ust be arrayed 
iu livery more gorgeous th an was ever seen 
on the other side of th e Rio < Jrando. 
O f course these nalxibs have carriages of 
tlieir own, and liveried servants ad injini- 
twu. and condescend to hired conveyances 
or.ly when away from home or to m eet 
th e exigencies of too m uch company, 
it 
is not uncommon among th e creme de la 
creme of th e M exican capital for one fam­ 
ily to ow n half a dozen or more turnouts of 
various styles, each w ith its especial driver 
and footman in distinctive liveries. 
These 
great rasas, w hich frequently house a reg­ 
ular family of 40 o r 50 jiersons— not in­ 
cluding servants—offer hospitality on the 
sam e generous scale, and are often crowded 
witli “ company.” 
Tlten the livery stables 
are liberally patronized, for in this land of 
languor nobody walks, you know, but j»oor 
folks and plebian A m ericans ; and the fa­ 
vorite amusem ent, as well as most im pera­ 
tive social duty, is th e sunset drive in the 
fashionable boulevard. 
Fortunate, indeed, is th e foreigner who 
finds him self the honored guest of some 
hidalgo belonging to th e “ first fam ilies” 
of this m iscalled Republic. R oyalty could 
scarcely do more for him in the line of 
sum ptuous en te rtain m en t; and though ti 
th at end the shekels How like water, he 
need feel no com punctions of conscience, 
for th e extravagant habits of the host and 
his class in thus dispensing th e “ circu­ 
lating m edium ,” which they possess in 
unsquanderable quantities, alone keeps the 
m ajority from actual starvation. 
Speaking o f m unificent hospitality, I am 
rem inded of th e famous Count de Regla 
■Señor Don I’edro Rom ero de Terreros— the 
old-tim e M exican bonanza king. 
U nti 
be happened to “ strike it ric h ” in silver 
m ining lie was plain P eter Torreros, w ith 
an accent in 
his speech w hich spoke 
s-trongly of th e Em erald Isle. 
W hen by a 
fortunate accident lie suddenly found him 
self to rich too compute his income, he 
abandoned his hum ble shop and launched 
out into extravagances which furnished his 
neighbors with more fables th an Ortesus of 
old. 
I think it was in the year 1762 th a t he 
reached th e big h t of his wonderful fortune, 
thorough the Santa Brigadii shaft of the 
Real del M onte m ine. 
A bout this tim e 
his son, th e last Count, was ch risten ed ; 
and to fitly celebrate the event, Don Pedro 
had the p ath between his house and the 
church (a considerable distance) paved 
w ith bars of solid silver, over which the 
party w alked! 
H is worthy wife—whom rum or said had 
erst liecn seen contentedly laving the 
family linen— now waxed so aristocratic 
th a t the earth could scarcely hold her. 
W hen first blossomed into th e Countess de 
Terreros, she proceeded to q uarrel w ith and 
“ c u t” the vice-queen, who, as representa­ 
tive direct of Spanish royalty, had long 
received the abject homage of everything 
M exican. 
L ater, desiring to placate her 
H ighness (or, perhaps, to hum ble h e r priile 
still further), th e Countess sent her a costly 
olive-branch in the shape of a slipj»er, en­ 
tirely covered with the most magnificent 
diamonds, it- toe stuffed full of pearls and 
em eralds—a neat little bauble,w orth a m ill­ 
ion or so, w ith which to amuse a sum m er’s 
m orning! 
T h at same year th e Count de Regia in­ 
vited the K ing of .Spain to visit his M ex­ 
ican possessions, as his (the Count’s) guest, 
and assured him , bv way of inducem ent, 
th a t th e feet of lii's M ajesty and all his 
train, and even th e hoofs of his horses, 
shall tread upon nothing more base than 
ingots of solid silver all the way from 
V era Cruz harbor to th e City of Mexico 
(about 264 m iles); 
th at his royal feet 
should not touch tiie ground during atl his 
stay in the New W orld, but always preci­ 
ous m e ta l; 
th at every room in which lie 
lodged should be roofed and walled with 
silver, and every dish and utensil used l»v 
him self should be of purest gold. 
W hether th e K ing looked upon this 
munificent oiler as m ere braggadocio 1 do 
not know ; 
at any rate lie did not come, 
but soon put the de Regia wealth to proof 
by requesting the loan of a few m illion 
pesos 
which, it is needless to add, were 
never returned. 
T he undaunted Count 
followed up this gift by causing to lie built, 
at bis own expense, in H avana, two ships 
of the line, of largest tonnage—all of 
richest m ahogany and cedar— which he 
presented to th e sovereign. 
But to retu rn to our suliject. 
Besides 
the livery stables— which are confined to 
th e largest cities where fam ilies of great 
w ealth reside— there are in every M exican 
town m any hacks, carriages, eounes, victo­ 
rias, barouches, etc., which are 
really 
owned and run by th e G overnm ent, ami 
whose price is fixed by law. 
To secure 
them you do not send to a stable— for no 
body seems to know where tliev are kept— 
but look for them in th e streets. 
In the 
capital alone there are 250 of these nublir 
conveyances, ranking officially as those of 
th e first, second, th ird and fourth class. 
T lieir “class” is distinguished by sm all tin 
signs, in the form of a flag, stuck up in 
lront— those of the first class painted 
green, th e second blue, third red, and the 
fourth w hite. 
T heir legalized tariff is re­ 
spectively 82, 81, 75 cents and 50 cents per 
hour, except before 6 a. m. and after 10 
r. m., and on Sundays and all feast days, 
when the price is doubled; and as fiestas 
are of every-day occurrence, one mav safely 
calculate upon w hat to pay. 
Most of them 
arc dilapidated old rattle-traps, in im m i­ 
nent peril of going to pieces on these 
wretched pavements, like the deacon’s one- 
horse chaise, and as a rule there is little 
difference in them except in the color of 
the flag. 
W ith custom ary pride, A m eri­ 
cans usually insist upon the most ea pen­ 
sive— foolishly, however, for the flag is im ­ 
m ediately hauled down as soon as the 
vehicle is engaged, and nobody can guess 
what you pay for it. 
JSesides the coachman, each carriage fur­ 
nishes 
a 
footman 
w ithout additional 
charge, though the projier thing is to give 
the unhargained-for appendage a shilling. 
The footman is called a mozo, and acts as a 
sort of apprentice or private secretary to 
the cochero, or driver. 
On entering a vehi­ 
cle, th e passenger who does not wish to be 
swindled should request of the driver his 
boleto, or ticket, upon which is printed the 
num ber of the carriage and its lawful 
tariff. 
Then the viozo rushes off’ to the 
nearest clock, and brings you a card upon 
w hich th e hour is w ritten. 
A t th is point 
you will do well to consult vour own watch 
and calculate accordingly, to avoid the dis­ 
pute which otherw ise is sure to occur if 
you insist upon your rights at the joum ev’s 
end. 
• 
T he moeo also jum ps off and oj»ens the 
door for you, makes any inquiries you may 
derirc, and takes in your card when yon 
are calling: and when the ride is ended, 
he again produces the card upon which the 
hour was w ritten, and vou pav from th e 
lim e of starting. 
A fter' all these precau- 
ttons,should any »liffi*rences of opiniou arise 
l*tw een yourself and the cochero, tkev mav 
be ..ettled at tin - t Iffieeof J’ublir Carriages 
f A dm inistración Principal de < 'ocl.es"do 
SJtioi, located in th e m unicipal p alan of 
eve.*Y t »wn. 
The cocheros, beedles- of (lip 
fact ihas you m ay be getting more ride 
than yoC« gnoney’s, w orth and bumps w ith­ 
out num ber, drive jiell-m ell over th e worst 
pavements in the most reckless m anner; 
and more than Og’ce in my experience have 
coach and horses p.arted company, leaving 
me sitting forlornly l !1 the street in the 
condition of the girl fflion; th e poet lei; 
behind him. 


A nother curious feature of M exican life 
is the m anner of conducting funerals. T he 
rich go to the cem eteries in carriages, as 
elsew here; the m iddle classes go in the 
-treet-cars, coffin and a ll ; w hile th e poor 
walk, carrying th eir dead upon tlieir 
boulders. 
W hen horse-cars were first in­ 
troduced into the M exican capital the 
managers of the line conceived th e plan of 
I Hiving and retirin g ail the hearses. 
Then 
be put funeral cars ou th a t branch running 
to th e cem etery— and th e result was th at 
everybody w ishing to bury in consecrated 
ground was at his m ercy. 
It soon l»ocanie 
the fashion to visit th e pantheon in the 
horse-ears, and all except th e two extrem e 
classes— the very richest and th e very poor 
est— now avail them selves of th e privilege. 
(hie frequently encounters a funeral pro­ 
cession of this kind, en route to the grave, 
th e car draped in black if the corpse l»e th at 
of a man, or in w hite if it be a woman or 
child— th e coffin exjiosed to the full glare of 
the sun and th e gaze of th e populace, the 
horses w ith th e ir nodding plumes, driven 
by a spruce young m an in eouvcntional uni­ 
form, and the ear containing the •‘m ourn­ 
ers ” gliding gaylv over th e rails. 
T he 
priiv for th is service is graduated to suit 
the taste or necessities o f th e bereaved, and 
ranges from 88 to 8800— depending upon 
the hearse equipm ents, the num ber of 
horses and liveried attendants. 
N ot far from M exico C ity, near th e end 
o f th e shortest of those four Aztec cause­ 
ways leading out of the ancient T enochtit- 
lan, is the finest cem etery in the R epublic 
— the Panteón de San Fernando. 
Among 
th e avenues through w hich you pass to 
reach this interesting suburb is one called 
Calle 'le los Hombres Ilustres, “ T he street of 
illustrious m en;” but most of M exico’s 
heroes now reside a little farth er on, in 
th e m ore silent quarters of San Fernando, 
eith er sepulchered in eostlv m arble or 
shelved in th e Columbaria, after th e city 
fashion of th is country. 
Som e of these tombs are beautiful be­ 
yond description, in m any of them the 
rarest onyx having been used in th e most 
lavish m anner. 
H ere it is custom ary to 
set photographs of the dead in th eir grave­ 
stones and to keep lam ps perpetually burn 
ing before them , the sacred flame religiously 
tended by successive generations. 
By far 
the richest sculpture in all th e vast collec­ 
tion 
is th at above th e rem ains of the 
Indian President, Ju arez—the “ W ashing­ 
ton of M exico.” 
H ere also lie buried 
many of th e unluekv leaders and G eneral 
who were executed by th eir countrym en 
— eith er by the people because tliev leaned 
tow ard Spain, or by the Spaniards because 
they favored the jieople. 
T h ere has been a great im provem ent in 
M exico in th e m atter of funerals w ithin 
the last few years. 
Still, owing to the 
scarcity of wood, w hich costs from 860 to 
8100 j»er thousand feet, and the w retchedly 
sm all wages of th e w orking classes, the 
poor generally rent a coffin for the last sad 
journey, a t th e cost of about a dollar. 
A r­ 
riving a t th e cemetery, the body is taken 
out and wrapped in a sera[ie, laid in its 
rented grave and th e gorgeously painted 
Ikix returned to its owner. 
In thousands 
of cases th e grave is hired only for the 
space of three or four m onths, and at the 
end of th at tim e the bones are shoveled 
out to m ake room for a new tenant. Q uick­ 
lim e is throw n in w ith th e corpse to 
hasten th e work of decomposition—but it 
is no uncommon sight to see, kicked about 
the charnel yard of interior villages, skulls 
w ith tresses of long h a ir attached, and 
other horrors which show th at no sacred 
ness is here attached to the dead. 
To the average M exican the idea of 
death has no terrors, and he dies as indif­ 
ferently as he has lived. 
In fnaiiv villages 
the custom is still extant of decorating 
dead children w ith th e wings of geese and 
turk ey s,paper crowns, ribbons and flowers; 
then m arching them about the streets 
seated in a chair, and burying them amid 
the noise of firecrackers and m instrels 
playing polkas and fandangoes. 
A few years ago one of the most cele­ 
brated writers on M exico said: “ In the 
capital, as well as in the interior, I have 
seen even m ore revolting things. 
The 
pulque m erchants hire dead bodies, called 
angelólos (“ new-born angels” ), as a means 
of attracting customers. 
The gathering 
crowd pray a t first, and th en they drink, 
w hile the muchachas m ake appointm ents 
w ith th eir lovers. 
Thus th e body serves 
several m erchants in turn, earning for its 
relations an honest penny, and is not 
buried until too offensive to be longer en­ 
dured.” 
Even more curious are tlic customs of 
A ll Saints’ Day, and th e following eight- 
days’ “ F air for the Dead.” 
Then all the 
shops are in holiday dress, bull fights and 
theaters in full blast, and dealers in cakes 
and bon-bons drive a lively trade. 
But 
th e confections m ust all lie appropriate to 
the season— suoh, for instance, as jointed 
skeletons in spring boxes, deaths’-heads in 
sugar, candy cadavers, cakes iu the form of 
catafalques, etc. 
Every good M exican at­ 
tends this fair, for the sake of his departed 
ancestors; and, as little gifts cherish pure 
affection, the lover presents his sw eetheart 
w ith a sugar skeleton, or a skull as big as 
her fist, th e husband regales his wife on 
a taffy sepulcher, and the fond m other in ­ 
dulges her child in a com plete burial 
scene. 
So everybody renders him self and 
bis friends as happy as possible, and these 
strange tokens help to foster the national 
indifference to death. 
N ear this San Fernando pantheon is the 
church of San H ypolito—one of the most 
attractive in Mexico. 
It was rebuilt in 
1599, where Cortez once had a herm itage 
in comm emoration of th e expulsion of the 
Spaniards. 
On a corner of the wall in ­ 
closing the church is a queer carving in 
stone, representing an eagle flying away 
w ith an Indian. 
W hether it is m eant to 
convey the idea of defeat vs. victory lor 
the In d ian —of the rapacity of the con­ 
querors or the translation of the Aztec to 
realm s of sui>ernal bliss, is wholly a m atter 
of conjecture. 
N ear this church is the famous ditch 
w hich AI varado leaped— according to his 
own account— on th a t disastrous night 
known as uoihe Irisle. 
Being comm ander 
of th e rear guard, he was one of the few 
who escaped, and avowed th a t lie owed his 
life to a gigantic leap, assisted by his spear, 
across one of the great canals from which 
the bridge had been removed. 
Captain 
B ernal Diaz, however (Cortez’s companion, 
who took part in th e fray), w riting of this 
event fifty years later, stoutly insists that 
A lvarado lied, and th at no hum an being 
could have m ade such a leap, as the 
aperture was too wide and the sides too 
high to perm it of its accomplishm ent. 
C ontinuing in this route, toward the 
famous “ tree of th e noche Irisle,’’ under 
w hich Cortez sat down and wept on that 


F a d night w hile his arm y was fleeing by, 
one finds many objects of interest. Beyond 
th at portion of tlie street known as Buena 
\ ista, w here are m any handsome resi­ 
dences and gardens of w ealthy citizens, the 
grand aqueduct of San Cosme ends in a 
m agnificently sculptured fountain, from 
which j»ours th e lim pid stream th at has 
been brought down from tlie springs of 
Chapultepec. 
A little farth er on is the 
gate which the A m ericans stormed, when 
they charged into the city down the line of 
this aqueduct. 
Ju st 
where the giant 
water-way turns abruptly to the eastward, 
and stretches (Hit tow ard 
the cvpress- 
crnwned bight upon Which stands th e old 
castle of Chapultepec, is th at cem etery set 
apart for the burial of foreigners. 
It is 
known 
as “ th e A m erican Cemeterv,” 
though it holds m any more G erm ans tiian 
our own countrym en. 
A djoining it is the 
English portion, K ith 
densely shaded, 
neatly kept, and fragrant w ith a profusion 
of flowers. 
A t the west end of th e inclosure, look­ 
ing tow ard Chapultepec, is a lofty shaft of 
plain granite, w ith m arble dies.’ On one 
side is inscribed : 
“ To the memory of 
th e A m erican soldiers who perished in 
this valley in 1847, whose bones, collected 
by th e ir country’s order, are here buried.” 
O n th e opposite die is engraved: 
*“ Con­ 
treras, Churubuseo, M olino del Rev, Cha- 
pultcpcc, Mexico.” 
Since the M exicans 
are so forgiving as to perm it such a m onu­ 
m ent to th eir defeat and hum iliation to 
stand forever on th e borders of this capi­ 
tal, it would seem th at the Am ericans 
m ight have been gene ron enough to content 
them selves w ith th e first inscription in 
memory of th eir dead heroes, w ithout 
enum erating tlieir victories.

EXPERIM ENT* TO FIND RESIST­ 


ANT GRAIN VARIETIES. 


Inform ation o f Interest a n a V alue 
to G rain-grow ers—S till F u rth er 
R eports D esired an d N eeded. 


Some very interesting experim ents and 
observations have been iu progress at the 
A gricultural E xperim ent Station at B erke­ 
ley, to ascertain wlnjt grains w ill resist th e 
attacks of the H essian fly. 
In a rejKirt 
ju st issued by Professor E. J . W ickson this 
account of th e work is g iv en : 
In B ulletin No. 58of the U niversity E x ­ 
perim ent Station (issued October 9,*1886) 
is given a sketch of th e results of an ex ­ 
perim ent m ade in 1886 to test th e resist­ 
ance of a large collection of grain varieties 
to th e attacks of the H essian fly (Cecidomyia 
destructor). 
Tlie annual report for 1886, 
w hich is now nearly ready for distribution, 
will contain a fuller account of th e same 
experim ent. 
F or the purpose of verifying 
th e results of last year, and at th e same 
tim e to determ ine other |>oints in view, 
th e full collection of cereals was resown in 
1887, on the same fly-infested ground. 
In 
addition to tlie varieties sown last year, 
there were a num ber of new sorts, some 
selected w ith special reference to tlieir 
supposed resisting quality. 
T he present announcem ent is for the 
purpose of giving early notice of th e va­ 
rieties which gave best results, and in some 
cases to com pare the outcome of two years’ 
trial. 
A full consideration of o th er points 
involved in tlie experim ent w ill be re­ 
served for th e next annual report. 
T he 
following table gives th e liehavior of cer­ 
tain varieties of w heat under attack by 
th e 1 lessian flv :

It could lie extricated 
w ithout damage to the walls only by lift­ 
ing it over the banister. 
T he four men 
failed to apply th eir strength to the most 
advantage, for they got in eaeli other’s 
way, and thus failed to move the box. 
Tlie Senator, hatted and gloved, ready to 
go out, came to th e stairs.

T he fo rg o in g are a few varieties chosen 
from over 150, which have l»een tested 
this year, and they are selected w ith a 
view of [jointing out some of the most ob­ 
vious 
conclusions 
concerning 
resisting 
quality. 
F irst—T he value of early sowing is ap­ 
parent, for it is shown th at q uite a num ber 
of varieties w hich yielded entirely to the 
fly last year were able this year, by having 
a grow ing season a m onth longer, to pull 
through and m ake a fair to good yield on 
th e same ground th a t they failed on last 
year. 
A t th e same tim e it appears th a t 
tlie tim e of sowing does not fully hold the 
key to th e situation, for some varieties were 
destroyed Isith years. 
T he full report will 
show more instances of th is kind than it 
is thought w orth 
w hile to cite at this 
tim e. 
, 
. 
Second—T hat th e '-esisting quality in­ 
heres in th e variety largely, Is shown by 
th e continued resistance of the varieties 
which succeeded last year, and which were 
therefore sent out for experim ent in fly- 
infested districts last w inter. 
T hese va­ 
rieties are the first six enum erated in the 
table above. 
In most of these eases an im ­ 
proved yield was secured by earlier sowing 
this year, but w hether yielding little or 
much, th ey hail the saíne distastefulness to 
th e fly. 
INFORMATION DESIRED. 
T his b rief statem ent is m ade chiefly 
w ith the design of draw ing out reports 
from those to whom we sent resisting va­ 
rieties for trial. 
Such local experience 
will be of great value in th e full discus­ 
sion which is contem plated. 
We desire 
not only the facts of yield and behavior of 
these varieties them selves but a com pari­ 
son of them w ith other varieties commonly 
sown in th e localities; also w hat is the 
conclusion of the grower of th e value of 
these strong grow ing varieties, eith er for 
home use or in th e m arket. 
D uring th e year we have been in eorres- 
pondence w ith Miss Eleanor A. Orm erod, 
Consulting Entom ologist of tlie Royal 
A gricultural Society of England, in refer­ 
ence to the Hessian fly and its work. Miss 
Orm erod announced the discovery of the 
fly in English grainfields in Ju ly , 1886. 
U p to th at tim e its presence had not been 
observed. 
Miss Orm erod's tenth report 
contains a very Interesting description of 
h e r investigations and study of the insect. 
One point on w hich Miss Ormerod desires 
t lie observation of others who may be hand­ 
ling fly-infested grain is th e [loin’t at which 
the flaxseeds or puparia arc deposited in the 
process of thrashing. She did not find them 
in th e cleaned grain nor in th e chaff' blown 
out by th e fan, but found them in great 
abundance w ith the screenings which in 
English practice seem to W deposited ju st 
beneath th e m achine. T his point in Califor­ 
nia would depend upon the kind of cleaner 
w hich is used 
w ith the thrasher. 
We 
would esteem it a favor if any reader who 
may have th e opportunity to m ake exam ­ 
ination on this jioint would send us the 
results. 
. 
The puparia are called “ flax-seeds,” from 
th eir resem blance thereto. 
Tliev are gen­ 
erally about one sixth of an inch long, 
smooth, spindle-shaped, or pointed at both 
ends, and of different shades of chestnut 
color. 
W hen very th ick ly crowded in the 
stem, they are irregularly compressed, but 
would still l»e reeognizabie. 
W e shall lie 
glad to receive notes on th e occurrence of 
such bodies in screenings, and to receive 
small samples of screenings which may be 
th ought to contain them . 
O f course if it 
is found th a t these bodies are largely ag­ 
gregated by th e process o f thrashing, 
measures can be taken to som ewhat reduce 
th e pest by treatm ent of the screenings, 
which is calculated to destroy tlie insect 
when in 
this 
form. 
Such measures, 
coupled w ith burning the straw and stub­ 
ble right after rem oving the grain from tlie 
field, would seem to be a serions blow to 
the increase of the flv. 
O ur experim ent 
th is year included a large collection of va­ 
rieties of barley. 
T he results, which will 
be more fully discussed at another tim e, 
show th at barleys were much less seri­ 
ously affected this year than last, and th at 
a num ber of kinds w hich failed la.-t y ear 
gave very satisfactory results this year.

_ Some weeks ago a eorres[K>ndent of th e 
New York Times, in a com m unication to 
th at [taper, com plained th a t lijjv a s unable 
to find any N apa county wine in New Y ork 
city, having visited one dealer who was said 
to be the agent of G ustave Niebauin, and 
found that liesold nothing but G oulet cham ­ 
pagne. The frequency of com plaints in the 
E ast th at California wine is not procurable 
except in a shape w hich gives rise to tlie 
suspicion th at it is a frami, has led Califor­ 
nians to think that jicrhaps the dealers and 
m anufacturers here are remiss in m aking 
proper arrangem ents for placing th eir prod­ 
ucts on th e m arket. 
Sjieaking upon this subject lately, Clias. 
A. W etm ore, ex-State V iticultura! officer, 
sa id : “ As a rule th e com plaints of w hich 
yon speak are not well founded. 
I can 
safely say th at there is not a dealer in 
wine of any consequence in 
California 
who has not an agency in New Y ork and 
other principal 
Eastern cities. 
P ark »k 
Tilford of U17 Broadway is agent for H a- 
raszthy; W alden A Co. of 200 South F ront 
strdet, Philadelphia, are agents for Jo h n ­ 
ston A Co. of Sacram ento; K ohler & Forh- 
ling, Lachm an & .Jacob, G undlaeh & Co., 
H orace W ebster, Stearn & Rose, W m . T. 
Coleman A Co., the 8an G abriel W ine 
Company, th e Sonoma W ine and Ilrandv 
Company, and m any others 1 could men­ 
tion, have agencies in the East. 
Of course 
these agents are all wholesalers. 
They 
supply the dealers, who sometimes change 
th e labels and sell th e wine as freshly im ­ 
ported from France. 
T here is plenty of 
wine in the East from C alifornia; in fact, 
the bulk of tlie wine sold in liquor stores, 
groceries, etc., is California wine, but it is 
retailed under a French laliel. 
T here is 
no remedy for th is state of affairs except 
for the m anufacturers here to improve 
tlieir wine and build up its reputation. At 
present French wine has tlie reputation, 
and as there is no way of infusing honesty 
into th e retail dealers, the m atter m ust he 
left to adjust itself. 
T here is no city in 
the E ast of any size w here a directory 
would not give the names of from one to 
ten agents for California wine m anufactu­ 
rers, and as for New Y ork city there are 
a hundred agencies. I don’t suppose, how­ 
ever, th at any of them would sell less than 
a ease, and perhaps not as sm all a quantity 
as that.”

EXPERIMENTAL PLANTING IN HIE 
SAN JOAQUIN VALLEY. 


* 
A ssays o f B eets G row n at F resno— 
Can T hey be R aised A w ay 
from B ottom Lands. 


In a report ju st published by Professor 
E. IV. H ilgard, of the State A gricultural 
Ex[»crimcntal S lat ion, the following ac­ 
count of sugar beet growing on the plains 
of th e San Joaquin valley i- given : 


T he culture of the sugar beet in the San 
Joaquin valley has until lately rem ained a 
bare suggestion. 
It is well known that 
they have been successfully grown near 
Isleton and Sacram ento, on th e moist 
lands of tlie Sacram ento river, on which 
irrigation is unnecessary. 
It is doubtful 
th at th e sugar beet lias ever been cultiva­ 
ted where irrigation is indispensable, and 
this fact, as well as the high sum m er tem ­ 
perature of th e southern valley, has dis­ 
couraged th e attem pt. 
In fact, the very 
idea o f a root filled full of irrigation 
water, and th en w ilted by th e torrid heat, 
is enough to excite the antipathy of the 
m anufacturer. 
T he success of tlie sugar licet in Los 
Angeles, however, encouraged the hope 
th a t w ith a proper selection of soil and of 
the tim e of planting and irrigation, a root 
suitable for the sugar-m aker m ight lie 
produced in the San Joaquin valley ; and, 
if so, th a t the crop m ight be m ade to sup­ 
plem ent th at of th e coast valleys so as to 
prolong m aterially the annual cam paign, 
th e shortness of w hich is a heavy charge 
on the capital invested in th e som ewhat 
costly plant of lieet-sugar factories. 
As 
stated in a paper on th e subject, publish 
ill th e December num ber of th e Overland 
Monthly, th e cam paign period in Europe 
usually does 
not 
m uch exceed thre 
m onths—()ctober, Novem ber, Decem ber— 
while in California, owing to the favoring 
clim atic conditions, there is no difficulty 
in lengthening it to th e five m onths from 
Septem ber to Jan u ary , both inclusive. 
If 
by early sowing in th e precocious season 
of th e upper San Joaquin two or three 
m onths could be added to th e tim e of cam ­ 
paign, it would place beet sugar production 
in th is State on a ground of vantage from 
which it m ight calm ly defy th e com peti­ 
tion of its tropical com petitor, th e sugar­ 
cane. 
P relim inary experim ents to test th e 
feasibility of growing good sugar liects un­ 
der th e condition of th e Fresno clim ate 
have, during the present season, been made 
by M. Denicke of Fresno. 
Mr. Denicke 
obtained last autum n from M r. Dyer, of 
Alvarado, sonic reliable sugar-beet seed, 
and sowed it at intervals from December to 
A pril. 
T he results of th e exam ination of 
three lot?, planted and harvested as stated 
below, Were as follows : 
Lot No. 1.—Seed sown in 
Deceiulier, 
harvested May 27th. 
T he lot consisted of 
four roots,“two of w hich (A ) showed ju st an 
indication of new grow th startin g in th e 
center, w hile in th e two others (B) a short 
seed-stalk 
was already formed, so that 
they had evidently passed the proper stage 
for sugar-m aking. 
I » t No. 2.— Two beets from seed planted 
early in A pril, by L. J . M eCleary, on 
sandy, ashy soil on Kings river, six m iles 
east from Selma. 
H arvested Ju n e 26th. 
L ittle or no indication of new growth 
starting. 
Lot No. 8.—Two roots. Seed sown about 
M arch 15th, on “ w h ite-ash ” soil. 
H a r­ 
vested J u n e 29th. 
Som ewhat fresh-look­ 
ing in the center but no serious show 
of new grow th. 
Ixjt No. 4.—-Date o f sowing not stated. 
Roots in good apparent condition. 
H a r­ 
vested A ugust 4th.

W ith regard to th e data in this table it 
should be stated for tlie liencfit of th e gen­ 
eral reader th at roots having an average of 
10 per cent, of am e sugar and a p urity co­ 
efficient of 80 (th at is, 80 per cent, of cane 
sugar in th e total solid contents of the 
juice) would be considered a fair workable 
m aterial bv tlie sugar-m aker. But a higher 
sugar per cent, in th e juice may offset a 
lower degree of purity, and rice versa. 
It will be noted th a t th e average of the 
three first lots (leaving out o i considera­ 
tion lot 1, B) is 11.1 per cent, of suear 
w ith a p urity coefficient of 81.4: they 
are therefore am ply w ithin th e lim its 
stipulated 
by 
the 
sugar-m aker. 
As 
for lot 1, B, the fact that the roots had be­ 
gun to throw out seedstalks shows at once 
th a t they had passed beyond the lim its 
w ithin which the crop should have been 
harvested. 
I conjecture th a t th is grow th 
had been started by 
untim ely irriga­ 
tion. 
As for lot 4, although it shows a 
somewhat higher sugar percentage th an 
No. 8, its lower purity coefficient would 
nevertheless render it less desirable as it 
stan d s; but tlie appearance of the root 
suggests in this case, also, tjiat th e proper 
tim e for harvesting had passed by. 
Considering th a t the persons growing 
these beets were w ithout experience in th e 
prem ises, that, in fact, irrigation has prob­ 
ably never been before applied to th e pro­ 
duction of sugar beets; and th at tlie right 
tim e and th e proper am ount m ust in tliis 
case be considered as at least equally as 
im portant as in the case of wine grapes, 
tlie results th u s obtained are exceedingly 
encouraging. 
They im ply th at in m iddle 
California the working cam paign for sugar 
beets can very 
probably 
be extended 
through the m onths of June, Ju ly and 
August, m aking it reach from Ju n e 1st 
to February 1st; and considering th at the 
beets of th e first lot had already passed 
tlieir best 
condition 
by 
a 
week or 
two, and th a t witli som ewhat improved 
arrangem ents for 
the 
preservation 
of 
tlie late-grown beets they can jtrobablv 
be carried to th e m iddle of February, 
we 
can 
foreshadow 
the 
[lossibilitv of 
such an extraordinary feat as an eight- 
m onths’ 
cam paign 
of 
a 
beet-sugar 
faetón-, running on fresh beets. 
W ith 
the additional possibility of utilizing beets 
sliced and dried under tlie same conditions 
as th e rasin crop, th e full twelve-month 
m ay ultim ately be called into requisition. 
It must, however, be rem em bered th at 
iu order to realize such results, it m ust be 
feasible to bring the beets of tlie San Jo a ­ 
quin valley and those of the roast valleys 
w ithin reach of one and th e same factory 
plant. 
T he roots will not bear rail­ 
road 
transportation 
to 
any 
distance ; 
but w ith cheap w ater transportation it 
m ight be feasible to let the ero[»s of Fresno 
and Merced start 
up th e factories lo­ 
cated in tlie bay region, in June, and to 
keep them running until the m iddle of 
February by supplies 
from 
the 
coast 
region. 
I t is to be hoped th at more extended 
and carefully guarded exjieriinents will be 
made the coming season, even if th e omis­ 
sion of Congress to render the experim ent 
station bill effective by means of an ap­ 
propriation should not be m ade good in 
tim e.

The Land G rant to the C entral 


Pacific R ailroad. 


The following statement of the Land 
Agent of the Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany was made to the President of the 
company in 
answer to 
questions pro­ 
pounded by the United States Commission 
of Inquiry recently in session in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
The statement below contains some 
additions to the matters originally pre­ 
sented 
. 
O ff ic e L and D epa rtm en t, 
j 
C e n t r a l P a c if ic R a ilr o a d C om pany, 
> 
S a n F ra n c isc o , June 20, 1887 J 
Hon. Ijeiand Stanford, President Central 
Pacific Railroad Company—M y D ear S i r : 
Answering the inquiries transmitted bv 
you to this department of the Board of 
Commissioners to examine into the affairs 
o f the Central Pacific Railroad Company, 
and touching the land grant to said rail­ 
road company, I have to respectfully re­ 
port to you as follows : 
That the Act of 
1802, grant»#to the company for the pur­ 
pose o: aiding in the construction of a rail­ 
road and a telegraph lin e : 
“ Every alternate section o f public land 
designated bv odd numbers to the amount 
of five sections per m ile on each side of the 
said road cn the line thereof, and within 
the lim its of ten m iles on each side of said 
road, not alreadv sold, reserved or other­ 
wise disposed or by the United States, and 
to which a homestead or pre-emption claim 
may not have attached at the tim e the line 
of said road is definitely fixed.” 
The Act further excepted from the opera­ 
tion of the grant all mineral land, but 
where the same contained timber the tim ­ 
ber thereon was granted. The provision 
relating to this subject is found in Section 
3 of the Act approved July 1,1862. 
Bv the 
passage of the Act of 1861, entitled “ An 
Act to amend an Act entitled : 1 An Act to 
a:d in the construction of a railroad and 
telegraph line from the Missouri river to 
the Pacific ocean, etc,' ” the third section 
o f the Act ot 1862 above summarized and 
quoted was amended by striking out the 
word 1 live" where it occurs and inserting 
in lieu thereof the word “ te n ,'and by 
striking out the word “ ten ” where it oc­ 
curs in the original section and inserting 
in lieu thereof the word “ twenty.” 
Thus amended, the granting Acts gave 
iand in odd-numbered 
sections to the 
amount of twenty sections per m ile on 
* ach side of the line of road 
I he Act approved July, 1864, amended 
and modified the mineral reservation bv 
declaring that the term ” mineral lands,” 
wherever the same occurs in the Act, 
-houid not be construed to include coal and 
iron land. 
These provisions are found in 
Section 3 of the Act of 1864. 
The rights 
of the company under the grants of 1862 
and 1864 attached to the land granted coin­ 
cident with the time of the definite loca­ 
tion of the road, and the filing of the map 
of definite location with the Secretary of 
the Interior. 
It should be observed that 
the date of the filing o f the map of defi­ 
nite location of the road identifies the land 
granted, and initiates the definite rights of 
the company, suspending the operation of 
the homestead and pre em otion laws of 
the United States; but that the right of the 
company to select lands by lists of selec­ 
tions for the purpose of obtaining record 
title to the land by way of patents issued 
by the Government of the United States 
accrued only at the date of the acceptance 
by the President of the I nited State,-of 
the road or section of the road when com ­ 
pleted, to wit, November. 1874. 
The provision of law above referred to is 
found in Section 4 of the Act of 1802, 
which reads: 
” Whenever the said company shall have 
completed forty consecutive miles of said 
railroad and telegraph line, ready for the 
service contemplated by this Act, the Presi­ 
dent of the United States shall appoint 
three Commissioners to exam ine the same, 
and report to him in relation thereto ; and 
if it shall appear to him that forty consecu­ 
tive miles o f said railroad aud"telegraph 
line have been completed and equipped in 
all respects as required by this Act, then 
upon the certificate of said" Commissioners 
to that effect patents shall issue conveying 
the right and title to said lands to the com ­ 
pany on each side of said road as far as the 
su n e is completed.” 
The right, then, of the company to se­ 
lect the land granted accrued on the date 
when the Commissioners referred to in the 
law filed their certificate of acceptance by 
the President with the Interior Depart­ 
m ent o f the Government. The date of the 
acceptance of the first fifty miles eastward 
from Sacramento is September 8, 1864, and 
the road between Promontory and Ogden 
was accepted by the President July 15,1866, ■ 
and the whole finally accepted in Novem ­ 
ber, 1874. 
It will be observed that the right of the 
company to select lands for the purpose of 
receiving record evidence of title by way of 
patents from the Government did not ac­ 
crue prior to the dates above referred to; 
that it was a right which could not be ex­ 
ercised until the lands were surveyed and 
the plattings of surveys properly executed 
and filed in the local land offices of the 
United States, after first having been ap­ 
proved by the Surveyors-General for the 
respective States and’ Territories through 
which the line runs. 
In addition to this, 
by rule of the Department, no selections 
are permitted until ninety days have ex­ 
pired after the date of filing and approval 
o f the township plats by the Surveyor-Gen­ 
eral. At the time the right of the company 
to ask for patents accrued, by the accept­ 
ance o f the various sections of the road by 
the r esident of the In ited States, but a 
very small proportion of the lands within 
the granted lim its were surveyed, and a 
still sm aller proportion properly platted 
and the plats lilod in the offices of the Sur­ 
veyor-General. 
An examination of the 
official plats reveals the fact that between 
the dates of ihe surveys and the dates of their 
final approval by the Surveyor-General, 
there is frequently a period of two or three 
years. 
The Act of 1861 added live alternate odd- 
numbered sections on each side of the road, 
and attached a new and important condi­ 
tion precedent to acquirement of record 
title. 
Section 12 of the Act o f 1864 pro­ 
vides . 
'T hat before any land granted by this 
Act shall be conveyed to any company or 
party entitled thereto under this A ct. there 
shall first be paid in to the Treasury of the 
United States the cost of surveying, select­ 
ing and co n v ey in g th e sam e by the said 
company o r p a rty in in terest, as th e title 
shall be required by the said company.'' 
By this provision a new condition was 
imposed not found in the Act of 1862, to 
wit, that requiring the company to pay the 
costs ol surveying, selecting and conveying 
the land. 
This new condition entailed a 
large additional expenditure of m oney by 
the cost o f the item s mentioned ; but it, at 
the sam e time, defined the right of the 
company as to when such costs should be 
paid. 
In unequivocal language it de­ 
clared that the costs of surveying, select­ 
ing and conveying the land should be 
paid by tbe company as the title should 
be required by it, thus vesting in the 
company 
the right of election 
as to 
when these fees should be paid, and the 
record of title obtainéd. 
The early occu­ 
pancy and settlement of theregion through 
which tbe railroad passed was obviously 
cons.stent with the highest interests of the 
company, that the Congress of the United 
States evidently depended upon this most 
obvious interest alone for the early dispo­ 
sition! of the land. 
The subsequent action 
of the company proves that in entertaining 
this opinion the Congress of the United 
States was not mistaken. 
From the very 
outset the company inaugurated the policy 
of taking titles to the land as rapidly as 
such record evidence of title could be ob­ 
tained from the Government, and even be­ 
fore the completion of the first section of 
fifty m iles eastward from Sacramento, and 
in anticipation of its early completion, 
yourself as President of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, addressed a letter to 
Hon. John P. Usher, Secretary of the In­ 
terior. dated Sacramento, California, Feb­ 
ruary 10, 1864, from which, a^ plainly 
-bow ing forth the disposition of the com­ 
pany under this head, the following quota­ 
tion is m ade; 


A N C R IS E X T 
L E T T E R . 
We expect to have thirty-one m iles of 
railroad from Sacramento to Newcastle 
t.ap c mpleted in running order about the 
ist o f April next, and it would be a great 
■od to the enterprise if the survey of ten 
miles on each side of the road were com­ 
pleted 'uunediately thereafter, as contem­ 
plated by the Act of Congress." 
llore n you urge upon the attention of 
tbe honorable Secretary the importance to 
the company of an early completion of the 
surveys of the lands granted to it. The 
record" of the Land Office will show that 
upon the date at which your letter was 
written but six tuwnsbips lying within the 
:m 
of the grant and opposite thethirtv- 
ne -.’tileauf road subject of vour letter 
were surveyed, and of tbe-e six townships’ 
cm i>ra< lug only about 70.000 acres of land 
pruna facie granted t« the company, there 
was but a small portion not excepted out 
oí the gram by the operation of the horne- 


1 stead and pre-emption rights, reservations 
of mineral lands, and lands granted to the 
State as swamp and overflowed. 
Indeed, 
at the date of the grant itself, approxi­ 
mately but 
104,000 acres of the grant 
made 
to the 
road 
in California were 
surveyed, 
while 
the 
grant 
lying 
within 
the 
boundaries of 
the State 
of California was approximately 1,5000,000 
acres. It was presumably evident to your 
mind, as the chief executive officer oí the 
company, that your company would exer­ 
cise its right to select the’ land at the 
earliest possible moment, and your letter to 
the honorable Secretary 'of the Interior, 
even before the completion of the first sec­ 
tion, urging the completion of the survey, 
is indisputable evidence of the very earliest 
disposition of your company in the prem­ 
ises. 
Whatever may have been the mo­ 
tive. however, in influencing the enactment 
of the provision above referred to, it is un­ 
equivocally provided in the terms of the 
granting Act that the tim e of payment of 
the costs of surveying, selecting and con­ 
veying the land should be a condition pre­ 
cedent to the receipt of record title, and 
that the tim e of such payment and the for­ 
mulation of lists of selections should be left 
to the election of the company, or, to re­ 
peat the language of the Act, should be 
paid “ as the cotnpauy should require the 
title.” 
In seeking for an interpretation of 
these words, there is no ambiguity of lan­ 
guage which leaves doubt as to their mean­ 
ing. The cost of surveying, selecting and 
conveying the land, and the issue of pat 
ents to follow the payment of such costs 
and selections were not made referable to 
or dependent upon the exigencies of State, 
county or municipal government, but was 
relegated solely to the company itself. 
Notwithstanding, however, the absence of 
all legal requirements as to the lim e when 
the company should apply for and receive 
title to the lands granted,’it from the first 
inaugurated the policy of paying the costs 
required by law, of acquiring at the earliest 
practicable moment record of evidence of 
title, and of promoting by every means in 
its power the settlement of the country 
through which its roads passed. 
As al­ 
ready indicated, the right of the company 
to acquire title did not mature until the 
various sections of the road had been ex­ 
amined and reported upon by the Commis­ 
sioners appointed by the President of the 
United .States, and the road accepted by the 
President, in pursuance of the recom­ 
mendations contained in the report of such 
Commissioners. 
The date at which the 
road was finally accepted is indicated by a 
letter from the Department of the Interior 
to the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office, dated at Washington, November 3, 
1866, in which the Honorable Secretary in ­ 
forms the Commissioners that the road has 
been accepted. 
Early in tbe year 1869 tbe 
Department of the Interior ordered an ab­ 
solute suspension of the issuance of patents, 
as the following letter will show :

Sip. : 5ou will w ithhold all action toward the 
issue of patents of lands to the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company of California and the West­ 
ern Pacific Railroad Company until further ad­ 
vice from this Department.

J. D. Cox. Secretary.' 
To Hon, Joseph s. Wilson, Commissioner of 
the General Land Ofliee. 
This suspension of patents placed án ab­ 
solute embargo upon transactions under 
that head, au embargo which was not re­ 
moved until March 26,1870, a period of one 
years and four days. 
However, on the 3d 
day of November, the Honorable Secretary 
of the Interior addressed the following let­ 
ter of Hon. Joseph S. W ilson, Commis­ 
sioner of the General Land Office:

Sir : Ih e Commission to exam ine th e l'n io n 
Pacific mid Central Pacific Railroads having re­ 
ported, and its report having been accepted and 
mude the basis of adjustm ent of the accounts

are hereby 
authorized 
to 
commence the patenting of such lands to the 
said companies under grants made by Congress 
as follows: In addition to the bonds retained 
by the United States as security for the comple­ 
tion of said roads in the m atters reported defi­ 
cient or not up to the standard by the said Com­ 
mission, one-naif of the lands ready for patent­ 
ing to the Union Pacific will have patents sus­ 
pended until further direction from the Depart­ 
m ent. The other half may tie patented to said 
com pany as fast as surveys and other prelim i­ 
naries are com pleted-that is to sav, beginning 
at Om aha and running westward—sections 1, 5, 
9, etc., will tie patented, there being no valid 
claim found, and sections a, 7, etc., will lie w ith­ 
held until further directions, as above stated 
Patents to the Central Pacific Railroad may, in 
like m anner, issue, beginning at Sacram ento 
aud working eastward. It is my desire that the 
work lie so systematized that it may be pushed 
forward as rapidly as possible. Very respect­

Under the instructions contained in the 
foregoing, lists of selections were made. 
Some of these failed to observe the instruc­ 
tions of the Secretary of the Interior, to 
om it one-half of the land in any town­ 
ship from the listn f any selections made. 
These lists having reached the Department 
of the Interior, the honorable Secretary, J. 
D. Cox, under date of March 8. 1870, ’in a 
letter addressed to the honorable Commis­ 
sioner of the General Land Office, says : 
“ Under date of the 3d of November last 
you were directed to prepare for patenting 
one-half of the lands inuring to said com­ 
pany, nam ely: Sections 1, 5, 6, etc., and 
sections 3, 7, etc., should be withheld. 
I 
find that the lands thus to be withheld are 
in this list, therefore return the list, that a 
new one may be prepared om itting those 
sections that are to be withheld from pat­ 
enting.” 
Mr. Beard, attorney for the company at 
Washington, urged the issue of patents for 
the list, which embraced 116,000 acres, and 
in a letter addressed to Hon. Joseph S. 
Wilson used the following language: 
“ In view of the fact that there lias been 
patented heretofore to the company only 
144,686 acres out of 1,700,000 acres, the 
surveys of odd-numbered sections along 
the 130 miles of road in California, in five 
years, this course appears to be just.” 
Herein your attorney at Washington on 
tbe 20th day of March, 1870, was forced to 
plead the small number of acres listed and 
patented in tbe Central Pacific grant as an 
argument in favor of the issue of further 
patents. 
It is plain from this plea of your attorney 
that there existed a strong desire on the 
part of the Government to withhold patents 
from the company, and an equally strong 
desire on the part of the company to urge 
the patenting of its laud as rapidly as that 
process could be achieved. 
Certified copies of all the letters above 
set forth from the Interior Department at 
Washington are in possession of the land 
department of your company, to be ex­ 
hibited when called for. 
The road was, however, not finally ac­ 
cepted until late in the year 1874. ’ The 
Commissioners appointed to make the final 
exam ination were Eugene L. Sullivan, 
Calvin Brown and J. W. Dwyer, and the 
report of these Commissioners is dated 
Ogden, Utah, November 2, 1874. This re­ 
port was certified by C. Delano, Secretary 
of the Interior, to the President, under 
date of the 12th of November, 1874; and 
at that date it may be said that the road 
was finally accepted. 
The time. then, at 
which Ihe right to receive patents for lands 
granted may be placed approximately at 
January 1. 1875, at which date the company 
' 
' applied for 304,196 38 acres, and bad 
bad 
received patents for 271,165.85 acres. 
At the very outset the adjustment of the 
grant to the Central Pacific Railroad was 
beset with difficulties and embarrassments 
unknown to the eastern division of the 
line connecting the Missouri river with the 
Pacific Ocean. 
The lands were not granted 
iu specific sections. 
The sections could be 
identified only after the map of definite 
location of the line tiid been uled with the 
Secretary of the Interior. 
The limits of 
the grant could then be delineated. 
Lands 
in the odd-numbered sections within such 
limits were granted by categories only. 
Lands in certain othtr categories or rela­ 
tion with respect of the title of the Gov­ 
ernment were excepted, and, among the 
latter, mineral land was mentioned as an 
exception. 
The line o f road from Sacra­ 
mento eastward intersects at right angles 
the great mineral belt on the western flanks 
of the Sierra Nevada Mountains, and rules 
of practice in the General Land Office had 
to be established wherebv the mineral or 
non-mineral character of the land could 
he ascertained. 
Decisions of questious of 
this character necessarily involve delay. 
The granting Act did not specifically estab­ 
lish any Court vested witli power to hear 
and determine questions growing out of 
the physical facts by w h «h lands granted 
or lands excepted out of the grants were to 
be identified. 
The Act was turned over to 
the Executive Department of the Govern­ 
ment for executive and ministerial adm in­ 
istration, and the rules of practice bv 
which determiuation was to be reached as 
to whether specific lands were granted or 
excepted were established by the Interior 
Department o f the Government. 


LISTS OF SELECTIONS FILED. 
The first list of selections, completed 
May 19, 1865, and officially known as List 
No. 1, Marysville, embraced the listing of 
55.259 acres. 
The first patent to the com­ 
pany granted in pursuance of this list of 
selections is dated* January 4, 1866, and 
covered but 45,510 acres of lands listed in 
the original list, thus suspending for future 
examination 9,784 acres. 
This first list of 
selections, in the amount of 55,259 acres 
was, therefore, before the General Land 


( Office at Washington eight months be'ore 
any patents were issued. 
At the close of 
the year 1865 there was therefore due ihe 
company upon lists of selections o f un- 
¡ patented land the amount of 55,259 acres. 
; The second list of selections is dated 
j August 27, 
1866, and embraced 
il 804 
1 acres. 
It is officially known as List No. 2, 
Marysville, and the third list, embracing 
36,059 acres, known as List No. 3, Marys­ 
ville, is dated November 6, 1866, and tbe 
receipt of patents to lands selected by this 
list is dated June 22, 1867, a period of 
seven months after tbe date of the listing. 
In each instance of lists of selections some 
of the land claimed by the company was 
suspended for further examination, an ex­ 
amination which, I regret to say, has not 
been made up to the present time. 
Accompanying this letter to you will be 
lound a tabulated statement marked “ E x­ 
hibit A .” 
This table shows the dates at which the 
listings were completed, and the date at 
which the patents in pursuance of such 
lists were received, and from it may be de­ 
rived a full and complete exhibit of the 
status of the account between tbe Govern­ 
ment and the company at any particular 
date. The tabulated summary of this state­ 
ment is here introduced. This statement 
exhibits the total amount of acres for 
which the company had made application, 
and which applications were before the 
Department at the end of each year—the 
number of acres patented in pursuance of 
such lists of selections—and the balance of 
acres listed and unpatented at the end of 
each year, from the end of the year 1865 to 
June 1, 1887. This table shows the smallest 
number of acres listed and unpatented be­ 
fore the General I,and Office for exam ina­ 
tion to be at the end of the vear 1875, and 
that they aggregated 17,13197 acres, and 
also shows the largest balance of land listed 
and un paten ted to be on the 1st day of 
June, 1887, and that they aggregate 622,­ 
612 54 acres. The tabular statement is sub­ 
joined, and its careful analysis is respect­ 
fully urged upon vour thoughtful atten­ 
tion : 
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DUE DILIGENCE TO SECURE PATENTS. 
Your attention is respectfully called to 
the very significant fact thal at the end of 
the year 1869, the date at which the road 
was completed, the company had made 
list application for 278,532 acres, ail of 
which was made prior to the completion of 
the road itself, and that the Government 
had responded by issuing patents for but 
144,386 acres, leaving a balance ot acres 
listed and unpatented of 134,145. 
Thus, 
at the date of the completion of the road’ 
the company was a petitioner for 134,145 
acres of land in excess of the response of 
the Government to its petitions by way of 
patent. 
Your attention is further called to 
the fact that at the end of the year 1876 
the approximate date at which, under the 
Act, the company was to have completed 
the road—it had made application for 721 - 
658 acres, to which the Government hail 
responded by issuing patents for but 528,­ 
854, 
leaving a balance of acres listed 
and unpatented of 192,804. 
Following tbe 
table down to the close of the year 
1883, a most significant exhibit should 
not 
escape 
your 
attention. 
At the 
close of that year the company had ap­ 
plied from the date of the first listing in 
1865 to the last listing completed in Í883, 
lor 887,728 acres. 
From the acres so listed 
the Government had patented to the com­ 
pany 780,879 acres, leaving a balance of 
acres listed and unpatented of 106,848 acres. 
From the close of the year 1883 to June 1st 
of the current year, the company has made 
application for 774,595 acres, an amount 
nearly equal in the three years and six 
months under observation* to the gross 
amount of lands applied for in the twelve 
years preceding that period. 
The policy of 
increased activity in the application for 
patents was inaugurated in the hope that a 
corresponding activity in the examination 
of lists would be manifested by the Govern­ 
ment. 
This, unfortunately, has not been 
the case, as the table herein above clearly 
exhibits. 
Tbe only effect has been to in­ 
crease disproportionately the figures in the 
column headed “ Balance of Acres Listed 
and Uupatented.” 
Of the 887,728 acres in 
the aggregate listed at the close 
of 
the 
year 1883, but 
101,808 
acres 
re­ 
mained 
unpatented; 
that 
is 
to 
say, 
about 13 per cent, of 
tbe 
acres 
pre­ 
sented to the [And Department at W ash­ 
ington in the lists of selections remained 
unpatented, while on the ether hand, of the 
1.662,323 in the aggregate listed on July 1, 
1887, 622,612 acres remained urqgitentod, 
the uupatented land bearing the percentage 
relation to the whole number of acres se­ 
lected of about 38 per cent. 
Thiw the per­ 
centage of the balance of acres listed and 
unpatented has increased since the close of 
the year 1883 from 13 t>er cent, to 38 per 
cent. The significance of this exhibit, as 
plainly tending to discourage the activity 
o f the company in making lists of selec­ 
tions, w ill not escape the attention o( any 
candid mind. 
The simple exhibit of facts 
them selves forces upon the company the 
conclusion that increased activity in the 
way of making lists of selections of lands 
for which patent is asked has not been met 
by a corresponding activity on the part of 
the Government in responding to the peti­ 
tions of the company, but on the contrary 
has served only to increase disproportion­ 
ately the balance of acres listed and unpat­ 
ented. Your attention is called to the fact that 
the aggregate fees paid on account o f lands 
selected by the company amount to $95,468. 
Of this sum 38 per cent., or a sum in ex­ 
cess of $37,000, was jiaid upon the lands for 
which patent is still withheld. The bal­ 
ance iu favor of the company at the close 
o f the business of 1883, which had been 
paid upon the lands selected and un­ 
patented, was but sliglitiy in excess of 
$8,000. 
Increased activity in meeting the 
requirements of the granting Act, by pay­ 
ing the costs of surveying, selecting and 
conveying the land, has heretofore resulted 
in the payment into the Treasury of the 
United States of a large sum o f money, of 
the use of which the company is deprived, 
and which, by reason of the failure of the 
Government to respond with patents, lies 
useless in its Treasury. These facts pre­ 
sent only discouraging features well calcu­ 
lated to deter the company from the Jiolicy 
of increased activity in the way of making 
lists of selections of the land granted. 
The exhibit also shows clearly that from 
the date of the inauguration of therelations 
between the Government and$pe companv 
under this head there lias been no time at 
which the company has not had on deposit 
with the Treasury of the United States a 
considerable sum of money on account o f 
the payment of the costs of surveying, sel­ 
ecting and conveying the lands ; that at all 
times, from the date of the first list ol’selec- 
tions to June 1, 1887, the Government itself 
has l>een the party delinquent, and that 
lists of selections upon which the fees had 
been paid largely in excess of the response 
of the Government bv way of patents have 
been at ail times, and at ail dates since the 
first list of selections was completed before 
the Land Department of the Government 
for exam ination. 


GOVERNMENT FAILS 
LAND. 
TO SURVEY THE 


Notwithstanding the requirement that 
the company shall pay the cost of surveys, 
the right to determine when such surveys 
shall be made is vested by law in the Gov­ 
ernment oT the United States. 
During the 
past two years the rates allowed by the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office 
for surveying have been so low as to almost 
wholly arrest the progress ot surveys w ith­ 
in the lim its of the grant. 
A s fuli’y illus­ 
trating the disposition of the present ad­ 
ministration in the premises, it mav be 
here related that during the vear ’1886 
the Surveyor-General for the State of Ne­ 
vada advertised for bids for surveys relat­ 
ing to 345 townships of land, wholly w ith­ 
in the liaiits of the grant to your company, 
in that State. 
These 315 townships, em ­ 
bracing about one-half the area of the 
lands 
granted 
to 
your 
company 
in 
the State of 
Nevada, are still 
unsur­ 
veyed. Specifications for these surveys, 
and the amount which would be allowed 
as fees for the surveys were advertised, 
and the bids were to have been opened, 
according to the advertisements, on the 1st 
day of November in that year. 
Upon the 
date at which these bills were to be opened 
not one bid had been received. 
The pro­ 
posals had been rejected in their entirety 
by the surveyors. A like result has attended 
the offersiof the Government for the com ­ 
pletion o f the surveys of land in California, 
and on the 1st of July, 1S86, the Surveyor- 


General of California returned to the Treas-- 
ury of the United 8tates the entire amount 
of the appropriation which had been made 
by Congress for the completion of the sur­ 
veys o f land in this State, notifying the 
Commissioner o f the General Land Office 
at the same time that no responsible sur­ 
veyor would enter into a contract for tbe 
completion of the surveys ; that the rate of 
compensation offered by the honorable 
Commissioner ot the General Land Office 
was entirely too low. 
ín the Territory of 
I tali the efforts of the Commissioner to 
secure the 
completion 
of the surveys 
have 
been 
attended 
with 
a 
larger 
share of success, 
but 
there 
still re­ 
mains 
in 
that 
Territory 
within 
the 
lim its 
o f 
your grant a 
very 
large area of unsurveyed land, while of the 
lands surveyed in that Territory within the 
limits of the grant, more than half of the 
surveys have been completed since tbe 
year 1880. According to the statements 
furnished by the honorable Commission 
appointed to investigate the atlairs of your 
road under this head, there was granted an 
aggregate of S,000,001} of acres of land to 
your road. A very small proportion of this 
area was surveyed prior to 1800. 
Between 
the years 1870 and 1880 surveys were prose­ 
cuted very tardily. 
From 1880 to 1SS3 an 
increased activity in the surveys was ob­ 
servable, but even at the present date about 
one-half of the lands granted are still un­ 
surveyed, but owing to the policy inaugu 
rated ami persisted in by the present hon­ 
orable Commissioner o f the General Land 
Office, surveying for tbe past two*years has 
been almost wholly suspended. 
DISCOURAGING AND UNREASONABLE REQUIRE­ 
MENTS. 
In addition to all the discouragements 
herein set forth, within the past three 
months, and in the exercise of his discre­ 
tion the honorable Commissioner of the 
General Land Office has departed from all 
the precedents established by his prede­ 
cessor in office, and has attached to the 
requirements for disapproving the mineral 
character of land, onerous and, to my mind, 
unreasonable rules of practice. These new 
rules are made applicable to the lists of 
selections which have been before the de­ 
partment for more than two years. 
Among 
these rules may be mentioned that of re­ 
quiring non-mineral affidavits as to land 
returned and denominated by the United 
States surveyors as agricultural. 
Hereto­ 
fore such return by the surveyors was ac­ 
cepted as prima facie evidence of the agri­ 
cultural character of the land. 
Under the 
existing regulations of the Laud Depart­ 
ment, which regulations have been’ an­ 
nounced only within the past tiiree months, 
and made to relate to lists of selections 
which have been before the department for 
more than two years, it is now required 
that 
an 
affidavit shall 
be 
made 
as 
relates 
to 
each 
forty 
acres 
of 
land 
embraced 
within 
such 
fist 
§1' 
selections by an individual “ who has fre­ 
quently passed over” each subdivision of 
torty acres, and is therefore competent to 
testify that there are no mineral indications 
found upon the forty-acre tract subject of 
the affidavit: that the affidavit shall he 
made separately and specifically as relates 
to each particular forty acres, and that a 
single affidavit embracing a number of 
these sm all Governmental subdivisions will 
not be com petent: and that the individual 
who makes theaflidavit shall be specifically 
auttiorized in each particular case to make 
such affidavit. This requirement is made 
to relate to large areas of grazing lands in 
the States of Nevada and the Territory of 
Utah, notoriously free from all mineral in­ 
dications. 
It is ’ well known to you that 
large areas o f lands tit only for grazing pur­ 
poses, in the State of Nevada and the Terri­ 
tory of Utah are located in very sparsely 
settled regions, and that it will be most 
difficult, if not wholly impossible, to find 
individuals who have frequently passed 
over each particular and separate forty-acre 
tract embraced within the lim it of your 
grant, and who therefore possess the neces­ 
sary knowledge to qualify them to make 
the required affidavits in this behalf. 
OBSTRUCTIVE MEASURES. 
As to land interdicted as mineral by the 
field notes of the United States surveyors, 
new, onerous, aud, to my mind, unreason­ 
able, requirements are made in the recently 
adopted rules of practice. 
Under tne rules 
of practice obtaining in 18G5 and up to the 
1st of March, 1887, disproof as to the m in­ 
eral character of land interdicted as mineral 
could be initiated upon lands unselected. 
This was obviously a reasonable rule. 
The 
fists of selections must first be submitted to 
the Registers and Receivers of the local 1 And 
Offices of the district wherein the lands are 
located. 
Upon fiats ao presented, Registers 
and Receivers must first hear and deter­ 
mine npon all questions relating to the 
mineral character of the land before they 
can certify that it is agricultural in charac­ 
ter and therefore clear to the company, and 
subject to the terms of the grant.’ The 
practice has uniformly been to initiate pro­ 
ceedings prior to selections to disprove the 
mineral character of the land, which proof 
has been submitted under the rules estab­ 
lished by the Interior Department itself for 
Registers and Receivers, and under the di­ 
rection of these officers witli respect of ad­ 
vertising the hearings of such testimony in 
disproof. 
Upon the testimony so 
pre­ 
sented, Registers and Receivers have deter­ 
mined the mineral or agricultural charac­ 
ter of the laud in question. The agricult­ 
ural character of tbe land being estab­ 
lished, it becomes subject to selection by 
the company, and iand so selected could be 
certified as clear to the company by the 
Registers and Recei vers of the Dist rict Land 
Offices to the Commissioner ot the General 
Land Office. 
In pursuance of this rule of 
practice which was established by the In­ 
terior Department, and which had been 
maintained by all the Secretaries of ihe in ­ 
terior until within a past few months, 
disproof as to the mineral character of 
the land was taken as relates to a large 
area of acreage. 
The proceeding is in the 
very nature of things costly, and after this 
cost had been borne by the company, etc., 
so much of the land as had been decided 
by the .Registers and Receivers of the Dis­ 
trict- I And Offices to be agricultural had 
been selected, tbe Commissioner of the 
General Land Office dismissed all the pro­ 
ceedings with reference to ihe non-mineral 
character of the lartd, not because of any 
allegation of irregularity of proceedings, 
under the rules of practice which have ob­ 
tained for the last twenty years, but upon 
the technical plea that the grant to the 
company does not of itself establish such 
right in the company with respect of lands 
selected as would entitle il to inaugurate 
proceedings in disproof, but that its rights 
to the land must first be inaugurated by a 
selection, and that disproof as to mineral 
must follow and not precede such selection. 
The order of the honorable Commissioner 
does not raise any question as to the ade­ 
quacy of the proofs submitted. 
It simply 
declares that the proof, however adequate, 
was taken prior to the selection, and forces 
upon the company the expensive duty of 
reopening the proceedings in disproof, 
which are objected to not because of inade­ 
quacy, but solely on account of having 
been taken prior to selection. By this 
ruling, lists of seleajju s long since’ com­ 
pleted. arc relegatiSffo a condition of very 
indefinite delay as to the issue of patents. 
The extent to which the requirement re­ 
lating to affidavits of non-mineral indica­ 
tion on each forty-acre tract of agricultural 
land within the lim it of your grant will 
delay the future operations of the company 
in obtaining record title to its lands, will 
readily be perceived. It should be remem­ 
bered that at the date of the passage of the 
Act, the Territory to be intersected by 
the 
line of road 
between 
the 
Mis­ 
souri 
river 
and 
tide-water 
at 
the 
city of Sacramento was. with the exception 
of a small portion at the western terminus 
near the Missouri river, almost entirely un*. 
inhabited. 
The presumption was most 
natural that the construction of the road 
would be conducive to the settlement of 
this vast territory. At tbe date of the grant 
less than five per cent, of the lands granted 
were surveyed. No applications for patents 
could be made with respect to lands un­ 
surveyed, and while one-half of the costs 
of survey within the lim its of the grant 
were chargeable to the company, the other 
half of the costs would have to be borne by 
the Government itselt. 
The grant to the 
entire line from the Missouri river to the 
Pacific ocean embraced approximately 20,­ 
000,000 acres of land, being at the date of 
the grant an unsurveyed and unappropria­ 
ted portion of the national domain. 
The 
administrative task of surveying tbe lands 
was with the Government itself, a task 
which, after the lapse of a quarter of a cen­ 
tury from the date of the granting Act, is 
now only partially accomplished. 
The 
hearing and determination of evidence 
arising out of questions as to whether lands 
applied for were granted or excepted out ot 
the grant added materially to the embar­ 
rassment of procuring record evidence of 
title as rapidly as would meet the require­ 
ments of the companv. 
As already noted, 
this embarrassment was further complica­ 
ted by the exception ol mineral land from 
the operation of the grant. 
There has 
never, therefore, been a tim e in the history 
of this transaction when the Government 
was able tom eet the requirements of the 
company promptly by the issue of patents 
as rspidly as asked for. 
THE GOVERNMENT UNABLE TO MEET THE DE­ 
MANDS OF THE COMPANY. 
The Government has never been at anv 
time, and is not now la a position to patent 


more than a sm all proportion of ihe land 
granted. 
The payment of the costs of sur­ 
veying, selecting and conveying being a 
condition precedent to the issue of patents, 
would involve a large expenditure on the 
part of the company upon each list of se­ 
lections made. 
In the aggregate, a very 
large sum of the company's money is now 
tied up by these payments, and in view of 
the tardiness of the Governmental response 
to the demands of the company for patents, 
a delinquency which is clearly set forth in 
the^ accompanying documents, there is 
nothing to encourage, but rather everything 
to discourage, activity under this head. 
During every period of the administration 
of the land department of the com pany.it 
has been apparent that the augmentation 
o flists of selections retarded rather than 
promoted the issuing of patents, and the 
completion of these lists and their presen­ 
tation to the General Land Office a t’W ash­ 
ington involved a large expenditure of the 
company’s money, which, while the com­ 
pany was deprived of its use, remained idle 
and useless in the Government Treasury. 
The task of completing the surveys of 
the vast area of unsurveyed land, an’d the 
cost of making such surveys, which must 
be borne by the Government itself, were 
all difficulties which confronted the Gov­ 
ernment, and to which is referable the 
policy of vesting the company with the 
right to make demand for patent only as 
prompted by its own requirements, or" the 
progress of settlement and consequent oc­ 
cupation and 
absorption of the lands 
granted. The provision of the granting 
Act herein referred to was clearly sug­ 
gested to the Congressional mind in the 
interest of the Government itself, and ex­ 
actly supplemented the rights, conveni­ 
ences aud interests of both the grantor 
and the grantee. 
In practice, however, 
it has conserved the interests of the Gov­ 
ernment more than those of the company. 
In all cases the delay in the issue of 
patents to the company has been a loss to 
the company’s treasury. 
It has retarded 
the growth aud development of the country 
tributary to the line of transportation con­ 
structed, and it lias subjected the settler 
upon lands granted to the railroad com­ 
pany to inconvenience and loss arising 
ont o! delay in receiving title to his land. 
It has delayed the payment of money 
to 
the 
company 
for 
the 
purchase 
of such 
lands, 
and, beyond 
all 
this, 
it has 
been 
the 
occasion 
of much 
loss by reason of the extension of the dis­ 
covery of mineral within the granted lim its. 
This latter feature deserves more than pass­ 
ing notice. 
Under the decisions of the Su­ 
preme Court lands patented to the com ­ 
pany, and not known to be mineral at the 
tim e of the issuance of patents, pass the 
mineral with the title conveyed, while the 
discovery of valuable mineral deposits in 
the lamls prior to the issue of patents ex­ 
cepts the land in which such mineral is 
discovered from the operation of the grant. 
W ithin a large section of the granted 
limits search for valuable mineral deposits 
has been arduous and constant. 
Mineral 
discoveries, therefore, have been constantly 
extending, and as they wer.e extended, 
they operate to except’ out of the grant 
large quantities of valuable land which 
would have been patented by reason of the 
absence of mineral indications and mineral 
discoveries at the tim e application was 
made. 
Ascertainment of the quantity of 
land thus lis'ed to the company would be 
a very tedious task. 
Approximations, 
however, have been made, and the result 
of such approximations justify the state­ 
ment that at least 200,000 acres o f land have 
been lost to the company in this way. 
GOVERNMENTAL POLICY. 
The policy of the Government with re­ 
spect of the disposition of the even-num­ 
bered sections within the granted limits 
has been very injudicious to the interests of 
your company. 
As soon as the granting 
Act was passed, the price fixed upon the 
even-numbered sections within the granted 
lim its was raised to double minimum valu­ 
ation, thus discouraging the operation of 
the pre-emption laws within the granted 
limits. The etieet of the land policy of the 
Government as compared with the land 
policy of the railroad company is clearly 
shown by the fact that in townships of 
land where patents could be obtained, and 
where settlement has been made, settle­ 
ment was begun and prosecuted npon rail­ 
road land alone. 
Recently prepared statis­ 
tics concerning lands within the better set­ 
tled portions of the grant show that more 
than twice the quantity of railroad land is 
being cultivated by actual settlers than of 
Government land within the same bounda­ 
ries. 
Your company has addressed itself 
assiduously to the task of inducing settle­ 
ment upon its lands, and by a liberal pol­ 
icy, embracing in its features tow prices, 
long extensions of credit at tow rates of in ­ 
terest, bas largely accomplished its great 
mission of extending settlement and civil­ 
ization along its line of road. 
On the con­ 
trary, the policy of the Government relat­ 
ing to the disposition of its lands, inter­ 
spersed with the lands granted, lias been 
rigid, and many of its requirement are not 
adapted to the development ol the country. 
The unwisdom of its policy is particularly 
noticeable in the grazing areas on the great 
uplifted plateau lying between the Rocky 
and Sierra Nevada ranges of mountains. 
The limitations of acquiring only 160 acres 
to each actual settler, applicable only to 
such agricultural land as by reason of fer­ 
tility makes that quantity suited to the in­ 
dustry of a single occupant, is not applica­ 
ble to grazing lands. The general result of 
this has already been stated. Settlement 
has been chiefly npon lands granted to the 
railroad. 
A SUMMARY OF POINTS. 
To summarize briefly the points herein 
presented, it has been clearly shown : 
First—That by the terms of the granting 
Act itself the cost of surveying, selecting 
and conveying the land was made a con­ 
dition precedent to the issue of patents, and 
that such cost was to be paid only as title 
was required by the grantee. 
Second—That the company lias used due 
diligence in the payment of costs of sur­ 
veying, selecting and conveying the lands, 
and that its diligence in this regard has re­ 
sulted in a demand largely in excess of tbe 
response of the Government at every period 
in the history of this transaction. 
Third—That all apparent delay in the 
issu eof record title to the lands granted to 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company is 
chargeable to tbe tardiness of tbe Govern­ 
ment and not to the company. 
Fourth—That the Government has at no 
time been in a position to grant patents 
conveying the title to large granted areas 
by reason of the absence of surveys and 
the unavoidable delays in 
determining 
questions of law and fact as to whether 
lands applied for were granted or excepted 
out of the grant. 
Fifth—That the company has been sub­ 
jected to great pecuniary loss, growing out 
of the payment of costs of surveys and 
other attendant fees upon large lists of 
lands for which no patents have been 
granted, and the loss of the use of moneys 
which would have been paid by the pur­ 
chasers of lands had the response of the 
Government been commensurate with the 
legitimate demands of the company. 
•Sixth—That arbitrary and obstructive 
rules of practice have recently been de­ 
vised nullifying the efiorts of the company 
to facili.ate the completion of lists of selec­ 
tions, and unnecessarily complicating the 
perfection of lists, whereby even greater 
tardiness in the responseof the Government 
to the demands of the company than has 
heretofore been 
exhibited may be ex­ 
pected. 
Seventh—That the delinquency of the 
Government and its tarditiess in responding 
to the requirements of the company have 
at all tim es acted as discouragements to ap­ 
plications for patents; and 
Generally—The exhibits presented prove 
conclusively that the grantee has been a 
party observant of all the duties made in­ 
cumbent upon it by the terms of the grant 
itself, and that there has been no delin­ 
quency in contravention ot the true intent 
and meaning of the granting Act, except 
such as is chargeable to the grantor. 
THE GENERAL LAND OFFICE HOPELESSLY IN 
ARREARS WITH WORK. 
This statement would be incomplete with­ 
out some consideration being given to the 
subject as to whether the Land Depart­ 
ment of the Government is in position to 
exam ine the claims presented, and pass 
upon them with greater promptness than it 
has manifested in the past. 
Tbe railroad 
division of the General Land Office is 
charged with the adjustment of the grants 
for railroads, wagon roads and canals, and 
with the adjudication of claims of settlers 
and others within the lim its of the grant. 
Under date of October 11, 1S82, Hon. N. S. 
McFarland, Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, reported to Hon. Henry M. 
Teller, Secretary of the Interior, for tbe 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1882, that the 
work of tbe railroad division of his de­ 
partment was several years in arrears. 
As 
illustrating the difficulties with which that 
division is beset, it may be noted in the 
same report that Mr. McFarland declares 
that during the year 1882. 5,564 cases were 
presented for adjustment in the way of 
claims of settlers and others within the 
lim its of the grants to railroads, and of 
this large number but 617 cases bad re­ 
ceived attention; 3,947, therefore, consti­ 
tuted the accumulation of the year. 
In 
the same report Commissioner McFarland 
submits a supplemental estimate in which

MISCELLANEOUS. 


E o e rg y ’i K te ru ity . 
“ Chemists,” observes a late writer upon 
the correlation of physical forces—a dis­ 
covery which has been pronounced the 
most important of the present century, 
“ held that matter was indestructible; this 
idea gradually extended to force, and as no 
particle of matter could be tost, no portion 
of force existing in nature’ can disappear. 
Correlation is a word proposed by \V. R. 
Grove in 1842, and moans ‘m utually con­ 
vertible.” 
H e says: ‘ Light, heat, elec­ 
tricity, magnetism, motion, are all con­ 
vertible material affections. 
Assuming 
either as the cause, one of the others will 
be the effect.’ 
Let us take as an example, 
motion and heat. 
Their relations were 
first established by Mr. Joule, in 1849, and 
after seven years’ patient investigation, he 
found that the amount of motion in a 
body weighing one pound, which had 
fallen 772 feet, was exactly equal 
to 
the 
molecular 
motion 
which 
must 
Ik- 
'added 
to 
a 
pound of water in 
order to heat it one degree Fahrenheit. 
If we call the actual energy of a body 
weighing one pound which has fallen one 
foot, a foot-pound, then we may speak of 
the mechanical equivalent of heat as being 
7.72 foot-pounds. 
Tyndall lias made the 
calculation that our earth, moving with a 
velocity of 19 miles a second, would strike 
with a force of 98,416,130.(100,000,000,000,- 
000,000,000,DOW tons. 
W ere this energy 
all converted into heat, it would equal that 
produced by the combustion of 14 earths 
of solid coal. 
Take note, also, that all en­ 
ergy, not active in motion, is potential in 
attraction, from which it follows that in 
the attraction we have energy stored up for 
future ase. 
The sun is thus storing up 
energy. 
Every minute it raises 2,000,000,­ 
000 tons of water to the mean bight of the 
clouds, 3Í miles, aud tlie actual energy set 
free when this water falls is equal to 2,757,­ 
000,000,000 horse-power.” 


R usults o f Tnr. In vestigation.—The in­ 
vestigation by the Board of State Prison 
Directors into the management of the Fol­ 
som Prison has resulted in a complete ex­ 
oneration of Warden McComb’s admin­ 
istration. 
The investigation, which was 
made at the instance of Director Filcher, 
on account of compiaints made to him by 
prisoners, dors not seem to have been war­ 
ranted by any facti that were disclosed, and 
the discipline of the prison was more in­ 
jured than improved by permitting the 
prisoners to appear as accusers of the 
Warden and officers of th’e prison.— Grass 
Valley I ’nion. 
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things that a single department of the Gov­ 
ernment, controlled and directed by a sin­ 
gle head, can hear and determine within a 
reasonable time the vast number of cases 
submitted for its attention. 
In his report 
to the Secretary of tbe Interior, Commis­ 
sioner Sparks declares that the number of 
contested cases awaiting final action at the 
close of tbe fiscal year was 6.331. 
Of these 
1,227 had received some attention, but not 
final action, and 5,104 had received no at- 
tion and no action whatever. Of the ex 
parte cases before the department there re­ 
mained for final action at the close of busi­ 
ness, 4,540, and of these 923 had received 
some attention, leaving 3,617 ex parte cases 
which had not been reached for exam ina­ 
tion. 
CASES BEFORE THE DEPARTMENT. 
At the close of the year, therefore, there 
were 8,721 cases before the Department 
which had received no attention whatever. 
At the close of the business of the Adm in­ 
istration preceding the present one. v iz ; 
June 30, 1882, the aggregate of cases wbieh 
had not been reached for examination was 
3,917. 
In a period of four years, therefore, 
there has been an increase of 4,477 cases 
which bad not been reached for exam ina­ 
tion, proving cleariy that the arrears of the 
Department under this head are constantly 
augmenting instead of dim inishing. W ith 
the lapse of each fiscal year the reports of 
the Commissioner show that under every 
head the Department is becoming more 
hopelessly and inextricably in arrears with 
its business. 
In view of these facts tbe Land Depart­ 
ment of the company is confronted with 
hopeless and discouraging circumstances 
that call loudly for remedial legislation at 
the haDds of the national Congress. 


RECENT AMENDMENTS TO THE LAW. 
Frequent reference has been made in 
this report to Section 21 of the Act of 186-1. 
which declared that before any land granted 
by the Act should be conveyed, theie 
should first be paid into the Treasury of the 
United States the cost o f surveying^ select­ 
ing, etc., as the title should be required by 
the company. 
In the foregoing, il has 
been clearly set torth that, notwithstanding 
tbe right was vested in the company to pay 
the cost of snrveys. and to make fists of; 
selections, as the title should be required 
by it, yet the company has at ail times im ­ 
portuned the Government for the issue of 
patents. 
Your attention is now called to 
tbe fact, that by an Act approved July 10, 
1886, entitled. ” An Act to provide for tax­ 
ation ot railroad land grants and for other 
purposes,” Section 31 of the Act of 18U.I 
was amended. The amendment is fouad 
in Section 4 of the Act ot July 10, i-f-L, 
and reads as soJ'.ows : 
“Section 4. That Section 21, Chaptw 216, 
approved July 2, 1864, is hereby amended 
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CONCLUSION—THE LAND-GRANI 
MORTGAGE. 
In conclusion, permit m e to call your 
Attention to the strictures that Dave been 
made upon the mortgage or trust deed, ex­ 
ecuted by the company on the 1st day of 
October, 1S70, upon the lands granted in 
aid of the construction o f the line. 
1; has 
been contended that the mortgage was 
placed upon the land in evasion of a pro­ 
vision found in Section 3 of the Act of* 
1862. That provision reads as follows : 
“ And all such lands so granted by this 
section, which shall not be sold or disposed 
of by the said company within three vears 
after the entire road shall have been ’com­ 
pleted, shall be subject to settlement uDd 
pre-emption like other lands at a price not 
exceeding $1 25 per acre, to be paid to said 
company.” 
Tlie trust deed, however, was decided by 
the Supreme Court « f the United States to 
be a disposition of the land within the 
m eaning of the grant. 
Bu even if the trust deed above alluded 
to ha 1 not been executed, the proceeds of 
the land grant would have passed to the 
company under the operation of this clause 
of Sei t:on 3, which, in effect, would have 
established in the company a perpetual 
right to receive the proceeds o f the sale of 
the land. 
The lands wotsid thus have re­ 
verted to the public domain, end tbe pro­ 
ceeds of their sale would have been pay­ 
able to the company. 
As Government 
land, they would necessarily have been 
exem pt from taxation by States, counties 
and municipalities, but the proceeds of 
their sale would have been the property of 
the company. The execution of the trust 
deed, therefore, operated to create taxable 
property. 
Criticisms which 
have been 
made upon the execution of the trust deed 
have generally proceeded upon the theory 
that if such trust deed had not been exe­ 
cuted, the lands would have reverted to the 
Government absolutely, and the rights of 
the company would have ceased and deter­ 
mined. The erroneous nature of this view 
is clearly shown by the words of the grant­ 
ing Act. 
Accompanying this report will be found 
tabulated statements and maps herein re­ 
ferred to.

the Interior ihe importance of authorizing 
additional clerical force in the department. 
The volume of business in the railroad di­ 
i vision, and the relative capacity of the divi- 
j sion to pass upon the lists of selections, 
j presented, and the inadequacy of the force 
at hand of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, are most clearly illustrated in 
the following exhibit: 
In 1882 lists of selections presented to the 
railroad division for patent bv the land 
grant railroads of the United States aggre­ 
gated 1,958,392 acres. 
In 1883 the amount 
had arisen to 3.070,453 acres. 
In 1884 the 
lists of selections had accumulated and ag­ 
gregated in that year 11,801,608 acres. 
In 
1885 the accumulation of business repre­ 
sented 14,273,057 acres. 
In 1886 the acres 
before the department awaiting its action 
were 16,571,299. Thus, in five years, the 
number of acres before the department 
awaiting its action had risen from 2,000,0 0 
to over 16,000,000. 
The foregoing state­ 
ments are derived from the official reports 
over the signatures of the Commissioners 
themselves. 
As more fully illustrating the extent of 
this incapacity of the department to exam ­ 
ine and certify for patents lands before it 
for examination, the significance of the 
following statement will be appar<nt: 
The railroad division of the General Land 
Office in 1881 examined 949,446 acres and 
certified thal quantity for patents. 
In 1S82 
it examined and certified for patents 176,­ 
406 acres ; in 1883, 477,740 acres ; in 1884, 
647,162 acres ; in 18S5, 1,153,950; in 1886, 
100,823 acres. 
The business transacted 
from J une 30, 1885, to J une 30, 1886, was 
the only full year under the administration 
of Commissioner Sparks; with 16,570,299 
acres before the railroad division under his 
administration awaiting examination and 
determination by the division, it was able 
to examine and certify for patents but 100,­ 
000 acres. 
For the six years reported, to- 
wit, from June 30, 18ffl, to June 30, 1886, 
there were examined aud certified for pa­ 
tents 3,505.527 acres, being an average of 
584.254 acres per annum. 
If, therefore, no 
further lists of selections are presented to 
the department, and the average amount 
of business can be transacted in the rail­ 
road division in the future as in the past, 
as shown by the ahove exhibit, it will re­ 
quire thirty-two years to complete the ex­ 
amination of the land already selected by 
lists of selections, now bclore the depart­ 
m ent for examination. 


ONE HUNDRED AND SIXTY YEARS. 
If, however, the volume of business 
transacted by the Railroad Division in the 
year 1886, the only full year under the ex­ 
isting administration, is to be taken asa 
criterion of the capacity of that depart­ 
ment for the examination of the selections 
before it, 100 years will be required to ex­ 
amine the selections now made and sub­ 
mitted. 
The capacity of the department 
under the existing administration having 
been tested by a full year of administrative 
effort, and found to he equal to the task of 
exam ining and certifying 100,000 acres per 
annum, the lists of selections now before 
the department from the Central Pacific 
Railroad atone will require six years in 
their examination should the department 
devote itself entirely to the business sub­ 
mitted by your company, to the exclusion 
of all other lists. There is, of course, not 
the slightest reason to hope that the busi­ 
ness of your company will receive this ex­ 
clusive attention, and receipt of patents 
for lands now applied for is, therefore, 
relegated to the indefinite future. 
In the 
meantime settlers and occupants who have 
in good faith taken possession of the lands 
granted to your company and established 
liomes thereon are clamorous tor title, 
This delay with titles serves to obstruct 
and hinder the settlement and occupancy 
of the company’s lands, and the result con­ 
sequent is a loss on the transportation side 
of the account.

In view of the condition of things as re­ 
ported by the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, and jn the further view of the 
manner in which lists of selections have 
been treated bv the Government, the use­ 
lessness of making further fists of selections 
and of devoting further sums of money to 
that purpose until the lists now before the 
Interior Department are disposed of is alto­ 
gether apparent. 
It is not the province of 
this report to yon, nor within the purview 
of answers to the questions propounded, to 
suggest re-raedies for this stateof things. It 
is, however, plain to the most casual glance 
that the Land Department of the Govern­ 
ment is most hopelessly in arreurs with its 
business, and to such an extent as to make 
it entirely beyond its power to extricate 
itself from existing complications. The 
department charged with the adjustment of 
these land grants and their ultimate final 
adjudication is vastly inadequate. 
The 
remedy is self-suggestive. Subsidiary de­ 
partments in each State and Territory 
wherein these land grants are 
located 
should be vested with the power of hearing 
and of final determination of these cases. 
Their position on the ground would con­ 
nect their knowledge more immediately 
with the nature of the questions in contro­ 
versy, 
and 
enable 
them 
to

final determination with greater facility, 
and also to reach 
an adjudication 
of 
the various cases more nearly in accordance 
with the equities involved." W ith 10,500,­ 
000 acres before the Department at Wash­

DR M GLYNN’S INDICTMENT OF HIS 
CHURCH. 


Tin- 
country lias taken very little 
“-lock”—as the saying goes—in the politi­ 
cal anti social views of Dr. McGlynn, as ex­ 
pressed upon the George platform. 
Nor 
ha*- i; («red much ahout the disciplining 
lie has undergone for the refusing to obey 
the mandate of a church to which he had 
sworn allegiance. 
When, however, Dr. 
MiGIynn, as he now docs, steps forward 
and 
arraigns 
the church of which lie 
was so recently a priest of prominence, 
charging it with secret and open enmity 
to sm-red American institutions, and with 
the design of dominating in American 
politics, such utterance 
will command 
attention, and must call from some of the 
intellects of the church explicit reply. 
And this is what the cx-pricst has done 
in a monograph in the Xirrth American 
Scrims under the title “ The New Know 
Kothingism and the Old." To specify, Me- 
of Glynn prefaces by a sketch of the motivas 
the old Know-Nothing party. T hat organ­ 
ization was made to resist the assumed hos­ 
tility to the lloman Catholic Church to 
American liberties and institutions. The 
party held that churchmen were bound in 
primary allegiance to the Pope, even to 
taking up arms against the civil Govern­ 
ment. 
These fears appear, in the ¡«resent 
light, tohavebeen ludicrously exaggerated 
The proportion of foreign born and Catholics 
to the American and non-Catholic stock,was 
then much less than it is to-day. 
The 
Catholics were tlicu «¡uick to disclaim the 
designs attributed to them. 
M ore th a n one distinguished c h u rch m an Sit 1(1 
th a t If necessary they w ould them selves tak e up 
arm s to repel Papal invasion w ith as m uch 
vigor as if tb e in v ad er w ere an o rd in ary foreign 
enem y. 
A rchbishop H ughes, to correct these 
im pressions, loved to quote th e exam ple o f th e 
R epublic of V enice, w aging vigorous w ar against 
th e soldiers of th e Pope, to defend h e r interests 
an d h er political rights, w hile acknow ledging 
th e au th o rity of th e Pope in spirituals, and 
agreeing w ith h im e n tirely in religion. 
At that time there were not, as now, in 
our great cities and in whole quarters of 
the agricultural districts of great States, 
vast agglomerations of men of one foreign 
nationality, preserving almost entire their 
manners, language and traditions, and by 
virtue of their numbers, making even the 
public “chools in many places use a foreign 
tongue ;is the common vehicle of instruc­ 
tion, adds McGlynn, and he proceeds to 
¡•oint out that then foreigners had no 
thought of perpetuating their tongues in 
churches and schools, and make it for all 
time the language of large portions of the 
country. 
But now, he declares, German 
clericals cherish the hope of making cer­ 
tain sections distinctively German, and 
“ the. cars of American liovs, born of Ger­ 
man parents, are boxed by the religious 
teacher in parochial schools in St. Louis 
for the heinous offcn.se of speaking the 
om m on language of America—the Eng­ 
lish—and a clerical Superintendent, re­ 
proaching an American bovof Gorman pa­ 
rents for manliness and independence, can 
find no better words to do justice to bis 
reprobation than to say : 
“ Du bist ein 
A meri leaner." 
(“ You arc an American.”) 
“ There is," lie adds, “ a widespread and 
persistent effort, with scarcely an eflort to 
conceal it, to Germanize tbe Catholic t 
Church in the Northwest.” 
Ho follows up this with the charge that 
a German Bishop went to Washington to 
sound the Government on the question of 
diplomatic relations with the Pope. 
For­ 
eign immigration has become so great that 
the spirit of foreign nationality makes no 
concealment of contempt for Americans 
and American manners and traditions. In 
all this he secs some danger to the scheme 
of sjieedy assim ilation; and if, ho says, 
*' the wishes and designs avowed by not a 
few- foreign-born were really practicable 
and likely to be realized, we might well 
brand them with 
constructive treason 
against our institutions and the best inter­ 
ests of our country." 
So lie concludes that 
if th* old Kuow-Nothiugs had what they 
fancied to be cause for their nervous or­ 
ganization and 
preachiug, they would 
have, according to like reasoning, vastly 
greater reason for alarm now. 
He quotes 
Professor Boyscn and Mr. Powderly upon 
the dangers of unrestricted immigration ' 
and attempted dominance by tbe foreign 
spi rit, 
Heexpresses surprise that the complaint 
against foreign encroachment is to-day so 
mild, which thirty years ago with far less 
cause was so strong, and is especially sur­ 
prised at the indifference of Americans to 
the altitude of the churches, and especially 
of the Roman Catholic Church, towards our 
government, laws, principles, traditions 
and institutions. 
But “ things have been 
happening in recent years, a tithe of 
which, a generation ago, would have stirred 
th e country to a white heat of anger.” 
Thus, he cites the pastoral letcr of Bishop 
Gilmore of Cleveland, w hich he denom­ 
inates “ a deliberate thesis against onr 
Declaration of Independence, and the jus­ 
tification of it by Bishop C hatarJ of In­ 
dianapolis-, when some Catholics remon- 
trated, Chatard quoting from a letter of 
the Pope in defense. The new genera­ 
tion of bishops invites address as “ lord" 
and “ lordship," and archbishops that of 
“ his grace" and “ your grace.” 
"The 
bishops, he alleges, obtrude their profes- 
..i. -aional rank upon the public by a distinct­ 
ive garb, and wear the im perial purple 
about their necks, as did the first Christian 
Emperors when they began the corruption 
of the chnrch. The bishops, he adds, force 
the prieats to wear in public and private, 
a professional badge, which led one old 
American priest to say with bitterness, “ I 
anppow the next thing will be that we 


must have the bishop’s name written upon 
the collar.” 
T hirty years ago it was rare to hear 
bishops and priests denounce the public 
schools, “ the pallidium of our liberties and 
the safeguard of American institutions.” 
The earlier councils of Baltimore had 
nothing to say of the “ godlessness, wan- 
toncss and immoralities of the schools, of 
all which we hear so much from bishops 
an'l priests and church journalistic organs 
in these days.” 
Tie contrasts the moderation of the ex­ 
pression of the Second Plenary Council of 
Baltimore, which did not offer to restrain 
Catholic children from going to the public 
schools, but made it the duty of every 
pastor to take an interest in the schools 
and to secure in them the rights of con­ 
science of Catholic children, with the 
“violent denunciations and gross calum­ 
nies of later day." 
lie charges an 
avowed determination to establish a great 
system of parochial schools all over the 
country in opposition to the public schools, 
and “ the hope is not concealed that the 
Catholic vote may become large enough to 
induce legislators to furnish public funds 
to support the same.” This, he claims, has 
been accomplished in Poughkce¡>sie, New 
Ilaven and elsewhere, and for a time dur­ 
ing an alliance between a certain set of 
priests 
and 
the 
Tweed, 
Connolly, 
Sweeny, Tammany rings, by which several 
hundred thousand dollars were awarded 
the parochial schools of New Y'ork city. 
These schools arc exempt from taxation, 
and thus, in some sense, the public puts a 
premium upon schools hostile to its own, 
and lays a heavy burden upou the poor 
Catholic people who have paid their full 
share of taxes for support of the public 
schools, which it is now the growing tend­ 
ency to forbid them to use. 
T hirty years ago the appropriation of 
valuable lands and of millions of public 
money to sectarian institutions was un­ 
heard of, hut it is now done, and great in­ 
stitutions of that kind are supported from 
the treasury of New York city, and to 
these institutions children arc committed 
by civil magistrates. 
H e dwells upon the 
“ extraordinary zeal ” manifested in found­ 
ing and multiplying these schools and in­ 
stitutions, 
prompted 
by jealousy 
and 
rivalry of our public schools, and the 
anxiety to thus provide homes for the rap­ 
idly increasing hosts of monks and nuns. 
He thinks he risks nothing in saying that 
if there were no public schools there would 
he few parochial schools, and the Catholic 
children, for all the churchmen would do 
for them, “ would grow up in brutish ig­ 
norance of letters,” and the doctrine taught 
by the Jesuits of Italy prevail, that “ the 
people do not need to learn to read,” that 
“ all they do need is bread and the cate 
eliism, the latter of which they could man­ 
age to know something of, even without 
knowing how toread." 
He declares that 
in purely Catholic countries the clergy do 
not establish parochial schools. 
W hat, he 
thinks, is best adapted to revive the hate­ 
ful and bigoted spirit of old Know-Xoth- 
ingism and justify its fears is “ the actual 
and direct interference in politics of bish­ 
ops, viears-general, and priests in their 
ecclesiastical capacity, to promote the pe­ 
cuniary and other temporal objects of the 
ecclesiastical machine.” 


As instances, he mentions the messages 
of th e 'ja te Vicar-General Quinn, of New 
Y'ork, against the constitutional amend­ 
ments ; the advocacy of legislative candi­ 
dates favoring “ generous appropriations 
the letter of Mgr. Preston to Joseph 
O’Donaghuc in the late Mayoralty canvass 
of New York ; the denunciation of one of 
the candidates and liis party (evidently- 
meaning Henry ( ieorge) from the a lta r; 
the prohibition to a priest (himself) from 
speaking at a public meeting as a citizen ; 
the abuse of the confessional in forbidding 
men, under penalty of refusal of absolu­ 
tion, to attend the meetings of one politi­ 
cal party; the efforts of an Archbishop to 
defeat, by abuse of his ecclesiastical posi­ 
tion, the call for a Constitutional Conven­ 
tion, and his act, when a Bishop, in issuing 
a secret letter to New Jersey priests, telling 
them to “ instruct” their people how they 
“ m ust" vote upon certain constitutional 
amendments. 


From all this the ex-priest concludes 
that there is a hundredfold more of cause 
for a new than there was for the old Know- 
Nothing party, and he rates the old parties 
soundly and the party press for indiffer­ 
ence to the encroachments of the foreign 
spirit, and their cowardice in fearing to 
alienate the “ Catholic vote” and the 
“ foreign vote.” But he believes that there 
are signs which portend the crystallization 
and emphatic enunciation of an American 
public opinion, free from vulgar theologi­ 
cal hatred aud low-minded jealousy against 
foreign-born citizens, but with a pur¡>ose 
of cheeking the evila complained of more 
effectually than by “ the ridiculously in- 
a !e ju ite and selfish Know-Nothingism of 
restricting immigration as proposed by 
Boyesen and Powderly.” He believes there 
will arise organized sentiment that will 
not seek a remedy by creating an artificial 
scarcity of population in “ a land that 
needs millions more,” nor abridge religions 
liberties, or interfere with the rights of 
consciente, or do any injustice. On these 
lines the new policy should he b u ilt: Re­ 
spect for the rights of conscience; separa­ 
tum of Church and State; 
making the 
country a refuge for the oppressed of all 
nations; 
abolition of all privileges to in­ 
dividuals or corporations ; equal taxation 
of projierty, and non-exemption of any 
property not controlled by the public for 
public and common use; conduct of Gov­ 
ernment for the common good, and never 
for an individual or a class; common 
schools and common charities alone to 
have support from the common treasury ; 
abolition of all taxes that repress industry 
and add to the cost of living. 


We have tints fully presented Dr. M< - 
Glvnn’s views, that there may be no miscon­ 
ception concerning them, and in perfeetjust- 
tiee to the new order of “reformers,” of which 
he is an apostle. I Ic mistakes the old Know- 
Nothingism for the judgment of a large 
portion of the American people, when it 
was, in fact, a nervous ebullition of fear. 
Y'et, if he shows anything, he proves that 
it had, with all its failures, and absurdi­ 
ties, a quieting influence, since, until re­ 
cently, no outcropping of a similar spirit 
have been witnessed, and in the mean­ 
while the assaults upon the public schools 
very nearly ceased. 
His arraignment 
of influences 
inimical 
to 
American 
institutions 
loses 
force 
from 
the 
fact that he was an affiliate of the Roman 
Church, and is now under iU condemna­ 
tion, thus bringing into question the purity 
of the motive of his assault. 
It L- but 
just, however, to say that he proves that as 
far back as 1870 he published in the New 
York Sun letters urging such reforms a- 
refusal of appropriations to any hut com­ 
mon schools, forbidding religious exercises 
in common schools, forbidding official com­ 
mitments to any but public institutions 


and forbidding official Chaplains, salaried 
or unsularied, in such institutions, etc. 
lie is all wrong in his denunciation as 
“ ludicrous and absurd,” of the claim for 
restriction of imimgatiou. It is not simply 
the demand of a few outspoken ones, but 
the sent iment of the mass of the American 
people, that new limitations must be ap­ 
plied ; th at the “ millions ” are net needed 
from abroad, and that at least we must ex­ 
ercise the right to “ pick and choose.” 
It 
testifies to the extent to which his priestly 
habit has withdrawn him from the world, 
that he misunderstands the sentiment de­ 
manding the exclusion of certain classes. 
Its spirit is protective in origin and design, 
and partakes in no degree of hatred of any 
class because of nationality or faith. 
Nor 
is it creditable to the intelligence of Dr. 
McGlynn that he does not realize th at the 
nation has cut loose from the dogma that 
this laud is a refuge for the oppressed of 
all nations. 
It reveals his misconception 
of the purpose of the building of the 
nation, when he holds that the architects 
err in rejecting any offered material. 
So far as bis fears of ecclesiastical cn- 
croaclimcbts are concerned, he has not 
made new revelations, since it has ever 
been the policy of media-val ecclesiasticism 
to trench upon and challenge the civil 
power. 
The primary Know-Nothingism 
was a spasmodic protest without sufficient 
cause, and cannot be said to have been a 
war against foreigners per se, but because 
its promoters saw no other than a sweep­ 
ing method open for adoption. 
The pres­ 
ent demand for restriction of immigration, 
we repeat, has no antagonism to faith in 
it. 
Dr. McGlynn and his followers may 
indulge in sneers at the movement, but for 
all th at it is neither “ ridiculous” nor 
ephemeral. 
The doctrine is to be of the 
grain of the American sentiment for ail 
the future, that having tfib right we will 
exclude from our family all we deem un­ 
likely to contribute to its welfare. 
The 
encroachments of the ecclesiasticism Dr. 
McG lynn charges, and the “ avowed” aim 
of foreign leaders to make their tongue the 
language of large portions of the country 
and their alleged openly expressed con­ 
tempt for Americans, we think can be 
safely left to the American spirit, which 
has not yet proved unequal to any emer­ 
gency, or untrue to the suhstructural prin­ 
ciples of free government, to tolerance or 
to religious liberty. 
W hen any church, 
Roman or other, plainly shows its hand 
in an\’ attem pt to subvert republican insti­ 
tutions, Dr. McGlynn, if still in being, 
will bo surprised at the incapacity of the 
assailants, and the 
giant 
strength of 
Americanism. 
It is neither sleeping, un­ 
aware of antagonistic influences, nor fear­ 
ful concerning them. 


THE STATE FAIB. 


The Chico Chronicle is imbued with the 
right spirit. 
We commend its words to 
the people of the counties of California : 
T he S tate F a ir w ill tak e place th is year at 
a tim e m ost fortunate for those counties w hich 
desire to a ttra c t th e atten tio n o f strangers to 
th em a n d th e ir products—a t a tim e w hen th e 
ex p ected llood of im m igrants an d tourists w ill 
be at its h eig h t, an d it w ill doubtless be vis­ 
ited by th o u san d s o f persons w ho w ill form 
th e ir id ea of th o State from w h at th ey see 
there. T hey w ill go th ere asking to be show n 
th e proof of th e stories o f th e m arvelous pro­ 
du ctio n s w hich hav e been told them . To all 
su ch qu eries m ust be presented a visible reply, 
palpable a n d unansw erable. 
Every county in 
th e State should be th ere w ith th e best produc­ 
tions th a t it has, in generous rivalry w ith its 
neighijors. T he to tality o f th e resources of th is 
Slate sh ould have generous representation in 
e \ cry d ep artm en t. Could th is be accom plished, 
those th a t cam e to question an d verify w ould 
rem ain to praise au d love. 
It is to be hoped 
th a t in an y event th e counties m ore contigu­ 
ous to th e C apital w ill not fail ou t o r th e ir 
ab u n d an ce to send such ex h ib its as w ill faith ­ 
fully represent them . 
The Chronicle thinks there will be but 
light exhibits from Southern California, 
and from some counties none at all, and re­ 
grets it exceedingly. 
But why should 
southern counties stand aloof ? 
It is their 
fair, In the interests of their State ; for the 
benefit of all the people. 
If they fail to 
exhibit, will not the Eastern visitor lie 
impressed with the fact that the central 
and northern counties are the chief pro­ 
ducers of the State? The southern coun­ 
ties will stand in their own light if they 
are unrepresented in the State Fair. 
Dis­ 
tance cuts no figure in the matter, because 
transportation costs the exhibitor nothing. 
If the Southern counties remain out, then 
it will be attributed to some other than a 
creditable motive. 
They ought to occupy 
a third of the space in the pavilion and 
the stock grounds. 
Their wines and stock, 
their industries and products, should all be 
represented. 
If they are not, none will 
regret it more than their brethren of the 
renter and north, and no one will suffer by 
it hut the south. There is full time yet 
for the southern counties to send up fine 
exhibits, anil we trust the publie spirit of 
that section, which 
has reflected such 
honor upon the State thus far, will move 
in the direction of an exhibition at the 
State Fair.

Union with the world by com 
mercial bonds, the influence of the influx 
of Gentiles into Utah, the assaults of the 
law and the revelation to the Mormons 
that the Lord has not, as they have been 
taught to believe, upheld the hands of 
their chieftains fgainst the hosts of the 
Gentile world—all these have weakened 
the Mormon 
¡rower and 
lessened the 
strength of its hold upon its following.

CALIFORNIA MOUNTAIN SPRINGS. 


A B rie f T r ip fro m S a c r a m e n to fo r a n 
O v e r-S u n d a y It c r e a tio n . 
Ens. R ecord U n io n : During the mouths 
of July and August there are a large num ­ 
ber of travelers to the Bartlett Springs re­ 
gion in search of health, and where weak 
luugs, livers and kidneys are reported to be 
magically renovated by nature’s compound. 
These magical effects are said to be found 
at Allen’s Springs, three miles this side of 
Bartlett Springs, as well as at the latter 
place. 
The writer made a brief visit to this sec­ 
tion lately. 
He took the morning train 
from Sacramento, which runs northward 
on the west side of the Sacramento river, 
through Davisville, Woodland and W ill­ 
iams. to 
Colusa 
Junction. 
There he 
changed to the narrow-gauge road, which 
took him ten 
miles west to 
its ter­ 
minus, Sites’ Station, through vast wheat- 
lields. After dinner we were packed into 
the stage at 2:30 p. m., and journeyed there­ 
in until 10 p. m., over mountain roads fa­ 
miliar to all Californians, because thev are 
all alike. 
The stage suddenly drew up at Allen’s, 
to find a crowd of ladies and children 
dancing in the hotel office. The dance 
suddenly stopped, and everybody flocked 
with a cheer to the porch to see who should 
alight. 
The next morning began an inspection 
of the situation. Imagine a narrow ravine 
between two lofty and steep mountains. 
A little creek hugs the west bank in its 
gully of ten feet deep and twenty feet wide. 
On the edge of this is the usual mountain 
hotel of about thirty rooms—none plastered 
—but all"'neatly papered and clean and 
with good beds. The table is very good, 
we will say here, and your appetite is 
always ready for it. Bath-houses, saloon 
and stables are in the same line along the 
creek towards the south, aud toward the 
north lie the principal springs aud a good 
hall, with an excellent floor for dancing_ 
large enough for three quadrilles. This is 
raised fifteen feet from the ground, and the 
ground floor is provided with tables and 
benches for picnickers. Just here is the 
chalybeate spring, which is regarded as a 
wonderful tonic, and to which the visitors 
flock frequently as if it were an ice-cream 
soda fountain on a free basis. 
The stage road—none too wide—is kept 
watered in front of the hotel, and on the 
opposite edge of it rises the mountain, 
holding two dozeu neatly whitened cabius. 
Plenty of trees and shrubs make this spot 
pleasanter to the eye than perhaps auv 
within many miles. 
There were about fifty people in the set­ 
tlement, principally ladies and children, 
all well acquainted with each other, and sail 
bent on ban g merry. 
A steady old horse hauled the writer that 
morning five miles up and down the m oun­ 
tain road, with five children, on a two- 
seated buckboard, to Hough’s Springs; one 
of the children drove—the writer hardly 
dared to take the reins. 
The afternoons are warm, and the ex­ 
ample of the birds is followed—everybody 
rests. Some lounge in hammocks, under 
the cool shade along the creek ; others sleep 
as though they had not slept at all through 
the deliciously cold nights under three 
blankets. 
After dinner signs of life begin to appear. 
The ladies seem tobe attired in light sum ­ 
mer dresses, and something is evidently to 
happen. The writer is invited to mount 
ihe buckboard with some lads, and drive 
to Bartlett's (three miles), and "get a vio- 
lin-string.” Ofl we go, and find Bartlett’s 
a collection of cabins and male invalids : 
but no signs of a dance there, although the 
little store 
contains violin-slrings and 
everything else that can be wanted. 
The boys took the writer to the top of a 
high hill, where some men had cut a 
tunnel to an unknown length and aban­ 
doned it. 
We enter it a few feet and no­ 
tice that our shoulders are as low as the 
sill of the entrance, aud that the ground 
is warming our feet. We light candles 
and slowly lower them from our eyes to 
our shoulders and find that the deadly 
gas pushes the flame up the wick and off 
the top of it and out. 
Birds and lizards 
have come in here aud died. How the 
miners ever dug the tunnel is a mystery. 
Back to Allen’s Springs we go, and find 
a guitar and violin tuning up. and the 
whole company then marches a short dis­ 
tance to the dancing hall, which is alight. 
Three quadrilles are formed on the waxed 
floor, everybody is introduced to every­ 
body else, aud the fun begins. 
There are 
about sixty persons present, and half of 
them are children. 
Between dances it is 
etiquette to go down to the chalybeate 
spring alongside for a refreshing drink. 
The climax was reached when "D an 
T ucker" was announced, and the ener­ 
getic leader got into the line himself and 
gave the word ol command. 
One man 
after another was left without a lady, and 
wheeled into the ceuter of the wide circle 
to take his chances. 
The writer was a 
markedjman, and the programme was laid 
to put him in the center. Luckily be was just 
behind the leader, and 
as 
the latter 
shouted “ Tucker 1” and reached back to 
seize the belle of the ball-room, the writer 
quickly pushed his hand aside and carried 
the ladv past him, and Mr. Leader became 
" Mrs. Tucker,” amid the sheuts of the 
children. 
Sunday is always quietly observed with a 
picnic. That means three wagons of seven 
adults and a dozen children, and a long 
climb up the mountains to a sawmill, where 
tbe excellent proprietor is discovered all 
alone in his neat cabin. 
The children push the car up the railway, 
climb thereon and ride down to the mill 
repeatedly. The ladies admire the neat­ 
ness of the bachelor's kitchen, and finally 
place all the children around the table to 
lunch upon the champagne basket which 
the landlord slipped into one of the wagons. 
One of the ladies was extremely anxious 
for a cup of tea, so Mr. Bachelor built a lit­ 
tle tire to heat the kettle, and was sur­ 
prised to find afterwards that this was a lit­ 
tle subterfuge, when the ladies took hold 
and washed his dishes. 
The whole crowd then went and took re­ 
peated sips from his fine spring, and then 
went to the highest point of his railway. 
He rolled a log on the car; everybody 
mounted the monster, and away we rolled 
for the mill. 
We left the next morning at five o’clock, 
well covered with overcoats, and seated by 
the driver and had a splendid ride to the 
railroad station, arriving at 11 a. m ., and 
so reached home the same day.

T h e B a n k s In C a lifo rn ia . 
The annual report ol the Bank Commis­ 
sioners of California was received yesterday 
and placed on file. It shows that there are 
at present in the State 83 commercial 
banks, 21 savings banks and 5 branches of 
foreign banking bouses, an increase since 
last year of 16. The increase in capital is 
$2,164.878. The increase in deposiis in the 
banks of California of all kinds is between 
$25.000 and $30,000. The amount of money 
on hand in all banks July 1st was $23.187*­ 
952 40. 
The amount deposited in the 
banks at the same date was $146.711.433 87, 
showing that more than $123,000.000 was 
in circulation on that date. The resources 
of the 29 national banks of the State in iy 
1st were $28 743,916, and their deposits 
amounted to $18,000.784. It is also shown 
by the report that nearly ail oi the north­ 
ern banks handle only gold coin, and the 
southern banks 75 per cent, curíese?.

In 1886 the total acereage de­ 
voted to hop culture was 1,219 acres, pro­ 
ducing 10,150 bales, and the yield being 
about 780 pounds per acre. This year the 
estimated acreage is 1,488, crop 11,265 
bales, with 1,400 pounds to the acre. 
Mendocino in 1886 
claimed 982 acres, 
5,544 bales and 1,130 pounds per acre. For 
the year 1887 1,270 acres, 6,775 bale3 and 
990 pounds per acre. 
Sonoma county in 
1886 clained 680 acres, 3 073 bales and" 840 
pounds per acre. 
In 1887, Sonoma claims 
937 acres, producing 4,812 bales aud 330 
pounds per acre. 
Yolo in 1886, 275 acres. 
2,340 bales and 1.570 pounds per acre; 
wbile in 1887 there is estimated to be 309 
acres, 2,500 bales aud 1,500 pounds per 
acre. Alameda in 1886 returned 134 acres, 
563 bales and 780 pounds to the acre; in 
1887 the re.urns are 150 acres, 022 bales 
and 770 pounds to the acre. 
Calaveras 
connty appears to be the least productive 
of all. The total number of acres devoted 
to hops in that county in 1886 was 5 aeres, 
with a production of 15 bales and 550 
pounds to the acre. For 1887 the figures 
are 5 acres, 20 bales and 740 pounds to the 
acre. 
A bale of hops averages all the way 
from 185 to 210 pounds.

T he County J a il. 
Jailer Newbert is having the interior of 
the County Jail, and also the jail-yard, 
kitchen, bath-room, etc., thoroughly cleaned 
and repainted. The work is well advanced, 
and 
visitors are greatly surprised and 
pleased with the appearance of the prem­ 
ises. A prisoner, alter the expiration of 
Ins term in the institution, should certainly 
go away with his ideas of cleanliness and 
neatness greatly improved. 
In cleaning 
the cells, which are formed of heavy boiler- 
iron, it was found that the floors of many 
of them were in very bad condition and 
unsafe, the iron having rusted so badiv 
that in several of the cells there are hole's 
in it, and near these holes large pieces 
could easily lie broken out. At present 
there are not many prisoners in the jail 
and the cells referred to are not used • but 
there is no knowing when the number of 
occupants will be greatly increased, nor 
how deeperate in character the prisoners 
may b e ; consequently immediate repairs 
are necessary to guard against possible 
trouble. It is customary keep the floors of 
the cells, as well as the other portions 
thoroughly painted, to protect the iron. 
.Jailer Newbert says tbat during his pre­ 
vious incumbency of the office it was his 
custom to have any rust that had formed 
on the floors thoroughly scraped off. or re­ 
moved with a chisel, prior to repainting ; 
but evidently, while others were in charge! 
the paint has beetl applied over the rust, 
and, when the cells were washed out, water 
has settled beneath the crust of paint and 
done more damage than if the paint had 
not been applied. 


H ow is It to be D on e ? 
Some one started a report recently that 
Governor Bartlett wonld probably resign, if 
liis health should continue to be so poor 
that he could not attend to the duties of his 
office. A correspondent writes the R ecord- 
Union : 
“ I am not assuming that it will 
be necessary for Governor Bartlett to resign, 
but the thought occurs to me, to whom 
will he send bis resignation ? 
If the Legis­ 
lature was in session, it would doubtless be 
sent to that body ; but there will not be a 
session for over sixteen months. The new 
Constitution provides for filling the office 
in case of the death ol the Executive, and 
in case it otherwise becomes vacant; but 
tbe possibility of a Governor's resigning 
docs not appear to have occurred to the 
framers of the instrum ent. Would it be 
sufficient for the resignation to be sent to 
the Secretary of State?" The question is 
an interesting one, which possibly some 
one learned in law and politics will an­ 
swer.

The playing was especially fine, aud the 
programme of selections up to the best 
concert standard. For concerts the Artil­ 
lery band is admitted to be better than 
that of the First Infantry, and the Infantry 
men are, in the main, frank to admit it. 
Before the camp breaks up it is probable 
that the two bauds will unite for an hour 
of concert in one or the other camp. 


th e tent tro u ble. 
Concerning the complaint 
about the 
tents, Adjutant General Cosby has written 
a letter. As the R ecord-U n io n is not 
"pleased" to do any injustice to anvono, 
the General’s statement is given in'full. 
But it remains that by some management 
that is not easily understood, the State's 
property was delivered and receipted for 
by brigade officers for Camp Bartlett, and 
have not been returned to the custodian of 
the State’s military property, and by reason 
of this fact the Artillery regiment has 
been greatly inconvenienced. 
H alf the 
Sibley tents here are unfit for use. It be­ 
ing impossible to close them, the fog and 
heavy dew, almost equal to rain, dampens 
the straw aud bedding to a degree that ren­ 
ders it marvelous that half the men have 
not been laid up sick. If the State author­ 
ities cannot adopt a system of securing the 
return of tents when furnished for encamp­ 
ments, and for repair of those misused, it 
is time that business counsel was taken to 
devise a system for the preservation of 
State property. General Cosby declines re­ 
sponsibility in the following ietter :

It was most certuiuly tbe 
duty of the brigade and regimental quarterm as­ 
ters to attend to these matters, and not m ine, 
further than to give them all I could get 
If all 
the tents sent to Lamp Bartlett hail been re­ 
turned, there would have been a large surplus 
over the num ber required for the First Regiment 
to shelter it at the rate of six men to a tent, and 
the proper num ber for non-commissioned and 
company officers, and I do not discern that I am 
responsible for the loss of the tents not returned

The artillery regi­ 
ment then escorted the brigade commander 
to its camp, where the guard was turned 
out and the due salute fired.

Major C. H. H ub­ 
bard accompanied General Carey into camp, 
where others of his staff met him —Lieut.- 
Colonel Gardner. Majcr H ahn, Major Hub­ 
bard, Major Ryan, and Captain Sheehan. 
Just before sunset, and after the dress 
parade of the Artillery Regiment, by invi­ 
tation ol’ Colonel Shafter, the brigade re­ 
view tendered to General Carey took place 
on the parade ground of the regulars. 
General Carey invited Colonel Shafter to 
stand beside him, and at the inspection 
which followed. Colonel Shafter accom­ 
panied General Carey by tbe latter's invita­ 
tion. At the oonclusion of this ceremony, 
the Artillery regiment was drawn up on 
the east side of the parade ground, and left 
at ease, while Colonel Shaffer’s regiment’s 
dress parade was held. There was present 
a great concourse of people. The regulars 
were on their “ mettle,” and at no time 
during the encampment appeared so well 
or executed the battalion movements so ac­ 
curately. 
General Carey is to-night holding a re­ 
ception at brigade headquarters, which is 
largely attended 
by Sacramentans and 
ladies and gentlemen of Santa Cruz and 
officers of the commands. 
The signal carps has been hard at work 
all day with both flagsignals and the helio­ 
graph, and in tbe use of the latter instru­ 
ment are being instructed by the regular’s 
corps of signal men. 
Incidents related to the camp last night 
were numerous. In the first place, a num ­ 
ber of the guard shirked duty and threw 
the burden of guarding the camp upon the 
small guard leff. 
An officer on the staff coming to the line 
without the countersign was put under ar­ 
rest and sent to his quarters by a Cadet 
Officer of the Guard. 
Half the large number of prisoners taken 
during the night belonged to the company 
commanded by the Officer of the Day, 
which occasioned considerable merriment 
at the expense of Lieutenant Birdsail. 
A group of Artillen* privates returning 
to camp late last night through town com­ 
mitted a breach of the peace by ringing a 
door-bell and by noisy shouts. A police­ 
man commander! a halt, but the men ran 
and the officer fired at them and struck one 
of the signal corps in the right forearm, in­ 
flicting a slight flesh wound. The wounded 
man insists that he was not of those who 
created the disturbance, but admits run­ 
ning with the others. Santa Cruz police­ 
men have not yet learned that they have 
no right to fire upon those they seek to take 
in the act of violating a city ordinance or 
committing a misdemeanor. 
An officer 
can shoot a prisoner or offender only when 
no other recourse is left to him to prevent 
escupe or capture, and not then when the 
offense is a misdemeanor. But for the fact 
that the injured man cannot remain here 
he would, he says, prefer charges against 
the officer.

FIRE YESTERDAY MÜBMKG. 


D estruction o f a W ooilsh ed , and N arrow 
E scape o f a Church. 
About a quarter to 3 yesterday morning 
members of Engine Company No. 1 saw a 
blight light, as of a fire, in the vicinity of 
Sixth street, and the apparatus was imme­ 
diately brought out and started for that 
locality. It was found that Janies McKay's 
Sixth-street woodyard, between K and L 
streets, opposite the M. E. Church, was in 
flames. Although the fire had evidently 
been in progress for several minstes, there 
was scarcely any one to be seen. 
The fire 
had been discovered a short time prior to 
the arrival of tbe engine, however, by some 
parties passing, who did not know where 
an alarm box was located, aud conse­ 
quently no alarm , except by outcry, was 
given until after No. 1 was in service. Mr. 
McKay and one or two other men were 
asleep in the office of the woodyard. and 
the discoverers of the fire aroused them 
by kicking in the door. The building 
was an old one, loosely put 
together, 
and burned like tinder, tbe blaze spreading 
so rapidly that two of the three horses in 
the stable lost their lives, as also did Mr. 
McKay’s dog; a large wood wagon was 
burned and a buggy damaged. The fire­ 
men were powerless to do more than pro­ 
tect adjacent property. Tbe Presbyterian 
Church, a frame building situated a few 
yards from the burning maos, was in great 
danger, but escaped with slight damage to 
the roof and the scorching of its paint. 
John B rtnner’s buildings, on the corner of 
the alley, opposite the tire, were energeti­ 
cally protected by his employes, who got a 
hose upon the roof and turned the water 
where it would do the most good until tbe 
firemen could come to the rescue. "The 
entire woodyard building was destroyed, 
together with considerable wood. One ot 
the horses lost, a fine animal, belonged to 
John Cravens, a watchman at the State 
Capitol, and the other to Mr. McKay. The 
latter had an insurance of $500 on his prop­ 
erty, but estimates his loss at more than 
double that figure. 
The building was 
owned by Joseph Bauquier, Sr., and was 
insured for $400. It was not an ornament 
in tbat portion of the city, and will proba­ 
bly be replaced by something of better ap­ 
pearance. 
Much surprise has been ex­ 
pressed that the lire was not discovered 
aDd an alarm given sooner. It appears 
that the police officers on down-town beats 
saw the light, but thought it was further up 
town, and did not turn in an alarm for fear 
of misleading fhe firemen, and moment­ 
arily exjiecting to hear the bell strike. The ■ 
up-town officers thought the fire too l’ar 
down for them to give an alarm. None of 
the force were within four or five blocks of 
the lire. Captain Karcher says he passed 
the woodyard ten or fifteen minutes before 
the tire broke out, and observed nothing 
unusual.

W e rattled along over the 
dusty road, w hile I began to w onder if it 
could be possible that I .vas being duped 
by som edrunken vagabond, and it occurred 
to m e that he was very peculiar ic his acts. 
I felt all was not just right, and alm ost 
wished I had dem anded pay in advance. 
Som ething caused m e to look around, and 
you m ay im agine m y surprise w hen I tell 
yon th at I saw him lean over, open his va­ 
lise, and take out one of the m ost villain- 
ous-looking dragoon pistols that I eversaw. 
He laid it on the seat by him , and then 
coolly picked out a pair of handcuffs. 
I 
was beginning to think my tim e had come, 
and th at I was alone w ith a m adm an. 
H e 
next took out* a roll of printed circulars, 
and finally drew forth a flask of liquor, and 
w ith evident relish drew a long and silent 
draught therefrom . 
It is needless to say I 
watched him , b ut I did so slyly. 
H e bade

I felt for m y own pistol. 
He roused u p . rubbed his eves, and looked 
m ore stupid than at any previous tim e. 
T he only rem ark he m ade w as,' Yes, th at's 
Sam .' 
H e com m anded m e to stop. 
I ex­ 
pected to see the old dragoon pistol pulled 
out and preparations for w ar begun. 
But 
no. 
Said Dave, ‘ Let m e speak to him . H e 
will come to m e.’ 
I could readily see now 
th at his idea was to get him in the hack by 
som e sly ruse, and there was no telling 
w hat would then take place. 
I thought 
the plan a desperate on*. 
“ In response to the call of Dave W oods. 
Sam Staples got down, cam e to the hack, 
and a heartier shaking of hands I never 
saw. Sam got in, accepted an invitation to 
ride, and I drove on m ore bewildered than 
ever. 
B ut now the w hisky flask was 
brought in to service. 
Both drank, and 
drank, so th at by the tim e Clarksville was 
reached both Dave and Sam were stupidly 
drunk.

of 1 breaking the peace,’ and as Dave had 
already furnished him a tw enty or two, it 
was easily to be seen th at he would pay 
any reasonable fine to keep Sam out cf 
jail. 
A nd he incidentally rem arked th at 
the Court was Deeding a few good fines just 
now in order to m ake a ¿ood quarterly 
showing. 
It was arranged th at I should 
conduct the defense. 
I t was 3 a . m . but 
the dingy Court-room was lighted, and the 
Justice w ith a grave dem eanor read the 
com plaint,

eloquent appeals in favor of the prisoner, 
but the die 
was cast, and 
there was 
no recourse but to subm it to the in ­ 
evitable. 
Sam Staples 
was 
fined $60, 
w ith the alternative ot sixty days at Placer- 
ville. 
H ere was m y opportunity to clear 
up the m ystery surrounding these two m en. 
Sam had no money, and m ust go to jail but 
for Dave's assistance: if I could get him 
locked up before Dave got around I would 
have a chance to sober Dave up. and w ith 
both m en clear-headed again, the true 
status of th e proceeding m ight be brought 
to light. 
" I m ade arrangem ents to have Sam taken 
to th e county seat, w hile I bundled Dave 
W oods into "the hack and started for Sacra­ 
m ento. F or four days Dave was delirious, 


but I kept him securely locked in his ratmi 
at the Golden Eagle. 
W hen reason .’t 
turned I asked him to clear up the m ys­ 
tery w hich surrounded his recent escapade. 
H e did so, as follows : 
“ ‘ I ’ve been pretty drunk. I think, and 
am greatly indebted to you for what you 
have done for me. 
1 am no detective,’ 
he replied, in answ er to m y question, ‘ but 
tw o years since m y partner in the sheep 
business in Oregon was foully m urdered. 
\V hen I get a little oft I brood over the fact 
of his m urder, and I im agine I am after 
the m urdeier. 
As to Sam Staples, lie; had 
nothing to do w ith the m urder, but 1 really 
w anted to see him to get him to sign 
a new deed,clearing up some defects in the 
title to the Kberlie m ine in Idaho, w hich I 
bought from him long before there was 
any good developm ent of ore. 
My busi­ 
ness w ith him only related to this, and the 
w hisky I drank caused the com bining of 
the tw o things and the m ysterious aspect 
the w hole affair assum ed.’ 
H e was the 
bearer of a letter of credit, but as nobody 
could identify him I took chances on in ­ 
dorsing his check for $250, and we again 
started for Placerville. where, m uch to his 
astonishm ent. I told him I had Sam securely 
locked up. 
It was but a short task to con­ 
vince Sam of our good graces, and as money 
was a scarce article w ith Sam the prom ­ 
ise of $500 was sufficient inducem ent for 
him to sign anything. I brought both Sam 
and Dave to Sacram ento, and as the bank 
had received telegraphic advices regarding 
the letter of credit, it was an easy m atter for 
Dave to settle all his arrearages! Sam was 
provided w ith a new suit from head to foot, 
and w ith $500 in gold notes, was rich for 
the tim e being at least.

days I receive a w ell-w ritten and very 
friendly letter from the ow ner of the well- 
know n Eberlie m ine.”

T h e C o u n ty J a il. 
Jailer N'ewbert is having the interior of 
the C ounty Jail, and also th e jail-yard, 
kitchen, bath-room , etc., thoroughly cleaned 
and repainted. T he w ork is well advanced, 
and 
visitors are greatly surprised and 
pleased w ith the appearance of the prem ­ 
ises. 
A prisoner, after the expiration of 
his term in the institution, should certainlv 
go aw ay w ith his ideas of cleanliness and 
neatness greatly im proved. 
In cleaning 
the cells, w hich are form ed of heavy boiler- 
iron, it was found that the floors of m any 
of them were in very bad condition and 
unsafe, the iron having rusted so badlv 
th at in several of th e cells there are holes 
in it, and near these holes large pieces 
could easily be broken out. A t present 
there are not m any prisoners in the jail, 
and the cells referred to are not used ; but 
there is no know ing when the num ber of 
occupants will be greatly increased, nor 
how desperate in character the prisoners 
ra a v b e ; consequently im m ediate repairs 
are necessary to guard against possible 
trouble. 
It is custom ary keep the floors of 
the cells, as well as the other portions, 
thoroughly painted, to protect the iron. 
Jailer Newbert says that during his pre­ 
vious incum bency of the office it was his 
custom to have any ru st th at had formed 
on the floors thoroughly scraped off, or re­ 
moved w ith a chisel, prior to re p ain tin g ; 
but evidently, w hile others were in charge, 
the paint has beert applied over the rust, 
and, when th e cells were washed out, w ater 
has settled beneath the crust of paint and 
done m ore dam age than if the paint had 
not been applied. 


H o w i§ I t to b© D o n e ? 
Som e one started a report recently th at 
Governor B artlett would probably resign, if 
his health should continue to be so poor 
th at he could not attend to the duties of his 
office. 
A correspondent writes the R k c o rd - 
U nion : 
“ I am not assum ing that it will 
be necessary for Governor B artlett to resign, 
but the thought occurs to me, to whom 
will he send his resignation ? 
If the Legis­ 
lature was in session, it w ould doubtless be 
sent to th a t body ; but there will not be a 
session for over sixteen m onths. 
The new 
C onstitution provides for filling the office 
in case of the death ol the Executive, and 
ill case it otherw ise becomes v acan t; but 
the possibility of a G overnor's resigning 
does not appear to have occurred to the 
fram ers of the instrum ent. 
W ould it be 
sufficient for the resignation to be sent to 
the Secretary o f State?" 
T he question is 
an interesting one, w hich possibly som e 
one learned in law and politics will an­ 
swer.

B ut it rem ains that by some m anagem ent 
that is not easily understood, the State's 
property was delivered and receipted for 
by brigade officers for Camp Bartlett, and 
have not been returned to the custodian of 
the State's m ilitary property, and by reason 
of this fact the A rtillery regim ent has 
been greatly inconvenienced. 
H alf the 
Sibley tents here are unfit for use. 
It be­ 
ing impossible to close them , the fog and 
heavy dew, alm ost equal to rain, dam pens 
the straw and bedding to a degree that ren­ 
ders it m arvelous that half tiie m en have 
not been laid up sick. 
If the State author­ 
ities cannot adopt a system of securing the 
return of tents when iurnished for encam p­ 
m ents, and for repair of those m isused, it 
is tim e th at business counsel was taken to 
devise a system for the preservation of 
State property. General Cosby declines re­ 
sponsibility in the following letter :

Every te n t th a t was on h an d was sent. Som e of 
th e tents seDt to C am p B artlett w ere b u rn t up, 
ten sent to th e V eterans' Home, an d som e iour- 
teen, m ostly w all, can n o t he found. 
I sent, 
som e days ago, th re e or four telegram s to Mr! 
L illian, urging h im to h u n t these up an d sh ip 
them a t once, but h e h as only been ab le to find 
tw o Sibleys, w hich w ere sen t dow n d ay before 
yesterday. As far as I know , no requisition was 
m ade for ten is u n til atiout tw o days before the 
com m and w ent dow n, a n d if th ere is an y serious 
deficiency it sh ould h av e beeu know n an d th e 
few needed should h av e been hired, as it of 
course w as doubtful if th e m issing ten ts could 
l*e depended upon. I t was m ost certain ly th e 
duty o f th e brigade an d regim ental q u arterm as­ 
ters to a tten d to these m utters, an d not m ine, 
fu rth er th a n to give them all I could get. 
If all 
th e ten ts sen t to C am p B artlett hacf been re­ 
tu rn ed , th ere w ould have been a large surplus 
over th e n u m b er required fo rth e F irst R egim ent 
to sh elter it at th e rate o f six m en to a te n t, and 
th e proper n u m b er lo r non-com m issioned and 
com pany officers, an d I do not discern th a t I am 
resiiunsible for th e loss of th e ten ts no t returned, 
n j r for an y loss o f tents- at S an ta Cruz.

NOTES AND EVENTS. 


This m orning, in about an hour and a 
half, C om pany C, of Nevada City, raised 
the lofty flag-pole, the stars and stripes 
were run up and saluted w ith the twelve- 
pounder and by tbe band. 
Three cheers 
were given for the Nevada m iners, except 
for whose skill the pole would not have 
been set. 
It was a heavy and a dangerous 
task, for the pole is old. heavy, snliced 
twice and very tall. 
Brigadier-General Carey arrived in cam p 
this m orning. 
H e was welcomed, first by 
Colonel 
Shafter 
inform ally 
at 
guard 
m ount by the regulars. 
T he artillery regi­ 
m ent then escorted the brigade com m ander 
to its camp, w here tbe guard was turned 
out and the due salute fired. 
Ex-A djutant-G eneral 
J . 
F . 
Sheehan 
visited the cam p to-day. 
M ajor C. H . H u b ­ 
bard accompanied General Carey into cam p, 
where others of bis staff m et him —Lieut.- 
Colonel Gardner. M ajcr H ahn, M ajor Hub- 
hard. Major Ryan, and Captain Sheehan. 
Ju st before sunset, and after the dress 
parade of the A rtillery Regim ent, by invi­ 
tation of Colonel Shafter, the brigade re­ 
view tendered to General Carey took place 
on tbe parade ground of the regulars. 
General Carey invited Colonel Shafter to 
stand beside him . and at the inspection 
which followed. Colonel Shafter accom­ 
panied General Carey by tbe latter's invita­ 
tion. 
A t the conclusion of this ceremony, 
the A rtillery regim ent was draw n up on 
tbe east side of the parade ground, and left 
at ease, w hile Colonel Shatter’s regim ent’s 
dress parade was held. T here was present 
a great concourse of people. T he regulars 
were on their “ m ettle," and at no tim e 
during the encam pm ent appeared so well 
or executed the battalion m ovem ents so ac­ 
curately. 
General Carey is to-night holding a re­ 
ception at brigade headquarters, w hich is 
largely attended 
by Sacram entans and 
ladies and gentlem en of Santa Cruz and 
officers of the com m ands. 
T he signal corps has been hard at work 
all day w ith both flag signals and the helio­ 
graph, and in tbe use of the latter instru­ 
m ent are being instructed by the regular’s 
corps of signal m en. 
Incidents related to the cam p last night 
were num erous. 
In the first place, a num ­ 
ber of the guard shirked duty and threw 
the burden of guarding the cam p upon the 
sm all guard left. 
An officer on the staff coming to the line 
w ithout the countersign was put under ar­ 
rest and sent to his quarters by a Cadet 
Officer of the Guard. 
H alf the large num ber of prisoners taken 
during the night belonged to the com pany 
com m anded by th e Officer of the Day, 
which occasioned considerable m errim ent 
at the expense of Lieutenant Birdsall. 
A group of A rtillery privates returning 
to cam p late last night through town com ­ 
m itted a breach of the peace by ringing a 
door-bell and by noisy shouts. 
A police­ 
m an com m anded a halt, but the m en ran 
and the officer fired at them and struck one 
of the signal con>9 in the right iorearm, in ­ 
flicting a slight flesh w ound. The wounded 
m an insists th at he was uot of those who 
created the disturbance, but adm its ru n ­ 
ning w ith the others. Santa Cruz police­ 
m en have not yet learned that they have 
no right to fire upon those they seek to take 
in the act of violating a city ordinance or 
com m itting a m isdem eanor. 
An officer 
can shoot a prisoner or offender only when 
no other recourse is left to him to prevent 
escupe or capture, and not then when the 
offense is a m isdem eanor. 
B ut for the fact 
th at the injured m an cannot rem ain here 
he would, he says, prefer charges against 
the officer.

FIRE YESTERDAY MORNING. 


D e str u c tio n o f a W o o d sh e d , a n d N a rro w 
E sc a p e o f a C h u rch . 
A bout a quarter to 3 yesterday m orning 
m em bers of E ngine Com pany No. 1 saw a 
blight light, as of a fire, in the vicinity o í 
Sixth street, and the ajiparatus was im m e­ 
diately brought out and started for that 
locality. 
It was found th at Janies M cKay’s 
Sixth-street woodyard, between K and L 
streets, opposite the M. E. Cbnrcb, was in 
flames. 
A lthough the fire had evidently 
been in progress for several miniates, there 
was scarcelv any one to be seen. 
T he fire 
had been discovered a short tim e prior to 
the arrival of tbe engine, however, by some 
parties passing, who did not know where 
an alarm box was located, and conse­ 
quently no alarm , except by outcry, was 
given until after No. 1 was in service. Mr. 
Mi lvay and one o r two other men were 
asleep in the office of the woodyard, and 
the discoverers of tbe fire aroused tbem 
by kicking 
in 
the door. T he building 
was an old one, loosely nut 
together, 
aDd burned like tinder, the blaze spreading 
so rapidly th at two of tbe three horses in 
the stable lost their lives, as also did Mr. 
M cKay’s d o g ; a large wood wagon was 
burned and a buggy damaged. T he fire­ 
men were powerless to do-m ore than pro­ 
tect adjacent property. 
T be Presbyterian 
Church, a fram e building situated a few 
yards from the burning mass, was in great 
danger, but escaped with slight damage to 
the roof and the scorching of its paint. 
John B riu n er’s buildings, on tbe corner of 
the alley, opposite the fire, were energeti­ 
cally protected by his employes, who got a 
hose upon the roof and turned the water 
where it would do the m ost good unt.ii the 
firemen could come to the rescue. T he 
entire woodyard building was destroyed, 
together with considerable wood. 
One of 
the horses lost, a fine anim al, belonged to 
Jo h n Cravens, a w atchm an at the State 
Capitol, and the other to Mr. McKay. The 
latter had an insurance of $500 on his prop­ 
erty, but estim ates bis loss a t m ore than 
double th at figure. 
T he 
building was 
owned by Joseph Bauquier, Sr., and was 
insured for $400. 
It was not an ornam ent 
in that portion of the city, and will proba­ 
bly be replaced by som ething of better ap­ 
pearance. 
M uch surprise has been ex­ 
pressed th at the fire was not discovered 
and an alarm given sooner. 
It appears 
that the police officers on down-town beats 
saw the light, but thought it w asfurther up 
town, and did not turn in an alarm for fear 
of m isleading fhe firemen, and m om ent­ 
arily exj*ecting to hear the bell strike. The 
up town officers thought the fire too far 
down for them to give an alarm . 
None of 
the force were w ithin four or five blocks of 
the fire. Captain K archer says he passed 
tlie woodyard ten or fifteen m inutes before 
the fire broke out, and observed nothing 
unusual.

The cry was raised by a dissipated .speci­ 
men pf the hard drinker whose confine­ 
m ent iu the Bellevue Hospital cells was 
the sequel of a grand spree that had lasted 
more than a fortnight. 
Observing the cells being all pretty well 
filled, a Journal reporter suggested to the 
physician in charge whether delirium tre­ 
mens patients were more frequent at this 
season than during the rest of the year. 
“ Why this is the worst part of service 
just now,” remarked the physician ; “our 
cells and the alcoholic ward are always 
crowded in July and up till the middle of 
August. 
It’s the Fourth of Jnlv that does 
it.” 
“ I thought it was whisky as a general 
thing,” commented the newspaper man, 
anxious to vindicate the good name of the 
national holiday.

W hen first received into the hos­ 
pital the alcoholic victim is generally vio­ 
lent and m ust be tied iu bed or placed in a 
straight-jacket. 
He lias all sorts of hallu­ 
cinations, though not necessarily of an un­ 
pleasant character. The mo-t common one 
is the belief that he is perse, -it ! and fol­ 
lowed by some imaginary on* ny. 
Yet the 
brain is: very active and the patient will 
speak long sentences and not mere mutter­ 
ing sounds as in tvplioid fever, 
iti one pe­ 
culiar instance tlie whisky-worsted patient 
imagined himself incessantly fired iqsm by 
a line of soldiers. 
“ The sleep which is so important for a 
cure,” continued the doctor, “ must, as a 
rule, lie superinduced by administering 
hypnotic medicines. 
A bromide of potas­ 
sium m ixture is always kept on hand in 
large quantity and given during the dav. 
Then we have a more powerful dose for 
night service. 
It is mainly conqiosed of 
bromide, capsicum and digitalis, and in 
hospital parlance termed the ‘D. T. mlxt- 
I ure.’ 
There is a third composition used 
in certain eases as a hypnotic. 
The ingre­ 
dients are tincture of hops and valerian.” 
“ And how long does it take to brace up 
a man with the delirium tremens?” was 
asked. 
“ All the way from a day or two till a 
month. There is one patient now in the 
cells who lias been under treatm ent (or 
four weeks. The ]xx>r fellow is rapidly 
improving, however, and if lie could give 
the dark bottle a wide berth in future he 
might get along well enough.

don’t do it.” 
Moralizing on this subject the doctor 
touched upon the worst feature of the

You can take out s|tots from wash goods 
by rubbing them with the yolk of eggs 
before washing. 
A mote may be removed from the eye, 
or the pain at least alleviated, by putting 
a grain of flaxseed under the lid. 
If a new broom be immersed in boiling 
water until it is quite cold, and then 
thoroughly dried in the air, it will lie far 
more pleasant to use and will last much 
longer. 
Frequent moistening of the broom 
is conducive to its usefulness and also to 
the caj-pets. 
Native ferns are of easy culture, and a 
bed of them, when once established, re­ 
quires less care than other plants, 
(live 
them a shady, tool, moist location in the 
garden. 
Ferns must have moisture, and 
while they grow in sunlight, will thrive 
still better without. 
Chinese gloss starch is made of two table­ 
spoonfuls of raw starch, one tablespoonful 
of borax, dissolved in 1) cups of cold 
water. Dip the thoroughly dry unstarched 
cuffs, collars and bosoms of sliirLs in this, 
then roll them up tight and let them re­ 
main a few hours in a dry cloth, then rub 
off and iron. 
To ^ clean hot water copper boilers, get 
three cents’ worth of oxalic acid at vou¡ 
druggist's; put it in a pint bottle and til 
it with cold water; jtour it over the boiler 
while it is hot, rubbing it down quickly 
with a cloth, and polishing it over with a 
dry piece of flannel. 
The bottle should be 
marked “ Poison.” 
Ink stain may lie removed from white 
goods by saturating the spot with water 
and then covering with pounded salts of 
lemon. 
Put in the sun for five minutes, 
wash with soap and rinse. 
A paste of 
chloride of lime and water well rubbed in 
will take ink stains from silver and plated 
' and wipe as usual.

Colonel A. T .flateh of .Suisun valley, 
has, probably, the largest orchard in Cali­ 
fornia. 
It consists of 800 acres, and is lo­ 
cated a few miles northwest of Suisun, in 
Solano county. 
About one-half of the 
orchard is now in either partial or full 
{tearing. 
The varieties of fruit to be found 
in this orchard are the apricot, peach, pear, 
prune and almond. 
The crop this year 
will amount to 2,000 tons of fruit and 50 
tons of almonds. 
The fruit is contracted 
to canneries at 81 75 jier 100 pounds for 
that portion of the crop .suitable for dry­ 
ing, and tlie remainder of the crop is dried, 
and probably yields an equal to an average 
of $1 25 per 100 pounds. 
Colonel Hatch 
expects the almond crop will net him ten 
cents per pound. 
His entire crop will 
bring him this year from 875,000 to $80,­ 
000. 
H e expects that within seven years 
his present crop will he quadrupled", and 
if prices remain as at present, the income 
from the ranch will then be about 8320,000 
or 8400 per acre, from which, of course, 
running expenses must be paid. 
Land in the Suisun valley is worth from 
$200 to $300 per acre, and "still much of it 
is devoted to wheat culture. 
Mr. Hatch has made a specialty of alm- 
inonds, and lias solved the almond quest ion 
in this section of the State. He lias experi­ 
mented with seedling almonds extensively, 
as he found the Languedoc a poor bearer 
and a poor grower. 
Mr. Hatch now has 
two varieties of his own which he is plant­ 
ing extensively, and will continue to plant, 
as lie finds that these trees la-ar heavilv 
every year, commencing to give a paving 
crop at four years from dormant bud in 
this locality, and the nuts sell for from two 
to three cents per pound more than the 
Languedoc. 
\\ hv it is that land which will give sucli 
returns in such short time is still held at 
so low a price is a mystery. 
Every foot of 
land in the Suisun valley is worth four 
times as much as it can be bought for to­ 
day. 
I’lit* editor of the /Veas recently visited 
this valley as the guest of Colonel Hatch, 
and had ample opportunities for investi­ 
gating the fruit question of this section 
carefully. 
A few miles northeast of the Suisun val­ 
ley lies the celebrated Vaca valley which 
lias come into so great prominenoe of late 
as a fruit section. 
Vaca valley consists of about 5,000 acres, 
and is mostly planted to orchard.

T he news 
of h er destruction was learned upon the 
arrival at Queenstown this m orning of the 
B ritish steam er Y ork City, Captain Bean, 
which left BsJcituore A ugust 4th for Lon­ 
don. 
T his sleenier rescued the survivors 
from the bureing vessel, and brought them 
to Queenstown. 
T he fire originated in som e cotton stored 
in th e aft m ain hold. 
N ine stream s of 
water were soon w orking on the flames, 
and th e course of the vessel was shaped 
for Newfoundland, 400 m iles distant. 
T he 
flames spread w ith rapidity, and soon 
burst out w ith terrific furor through the 
m iday and aiter-hatehw ays, the heat beiug 
intense. 
T he boats were lowered and the passen­ 
gers and crew got into them . 
The boats 
soon scattered and one entirely vanished. 
This contained tw o stewards, two seamen 
and seven passengers, and there is but little 
doubt th at the wfiole boat-load perished. 
T his particular boat did not contain a full 
crew, and left the M ontreal against the 
C aptain’s orders, as there was tim e to take 
m any m ore in it. 
As the last boat wss pulling off, several 
o f the passengers and crew were seen aft. 
T hey liad been 
overlooked 
and were 
scream ing tc the boats to return. 
They 
were subsequently bravely rescued, half 
dead from sm oke and heat. T he m asts of 
th e siiip were seen on the horizon, and ten 
hours elapsed before it cam e near. 
The 
steam er York City, attracted by the flames 
of the burning vessel, which were shooting 
up 1U0 feet in the air, bore down and with 
difliculty took all hands on board.

Com m ander of the City of M ontreal, 
m akes the following re p o rt: " On the 10th 
instant, about 9 o’clock in the evening, fire 
was discovered in the after hatch among 
some cotton. The fire hose was at once con­ 
nected, and a stream of water poured down 
upon the flames. 
A n n ih ilated and hand 
grenade fire-extinguishers were freely used 
The fire, however, overcame all efforts to 
suppress it, and spread over the upper and 
lower decks. 
The ship was doomed from 
the beginning of the fire, and the boats had 
been actively prepared ar.d provisioned. 
A t G o’clock on the m orning oi the llth 
the flames broke through the after batch 
and th e boats were lowered. There was a 
high sea running at the tim e, and this 
caused m uch difficulty. 
The women and 
children were first pu t on board the boats 
and th e m ale passengers and crew were 
em barked afterwards. 
Lack of tim e pre­ 
vented the m anning of the boats w ith their 
respective crews, the men 
being com ­

m ent 
the w ork of keeping the flames 
down. 
All the boats left the ship safelv 
but by an unfortunate oversight some’ 
tw enty people were left aboard the burning 
vessel. 
Boat No. 3 returned and took oil' 
six o f the num ber, and boat No 5 w ith 
th e F o u rth Officer, took oft six more. 
A 
bark was then reported approaching, and 
wlicn all the boats bad put tbeir people 
aboard her they returned and took oft those 
rem aining on the burning steamer. 


ONE BOAT MISSING. 
I t was found that the eighth boat was 
m issing. 
She was seen lo p ut herself be­ 
fore tlie wind when she left the ship, using 
her oars in support of sails. 
She ran away

the Captain’s orders. 
Everybody spent the 
night aboard the G frm an bark Trabant, 
Captain Scheel, from Charleston Ju ly 24th 
for London, and all were then transferred 
to the Y ork City, which stayed by through 
the night, find vainly searched for the m iss­ 
ing boat. 
Captain Land says he is sanguine that 
the people in bout No. 8 are saved, as the
